Gray Tells How Victim

WOMEN IN THE COURT 
‘WEEP AT HIS STORY 


Witness Says Mistress Long 
Talked of Killing; Tried 
Poisons and Gas. 


New York, May 4 (By A. P.).—With 
women spectators weeping freely and 
with tears streaming down his own 
cheeks, Henry Judd Gray today told 
from the stand at the Snyder-Gray 
murder trial his version of the slaying 
of Albert Snyder, magazine art editor. 
His story fixed upon himself and Mrs. 
Ruth Brown Snyder, his codefendant, 
the actual killing. It placed upon Mrs. 
Snyder the instigation of the crime and 
revealed him a drunken, quivering tool 
in her hands. Mrs. Snyder, holding her 
lips with twitching fingers, as if try- 
ing to keep from crying out, wept pro- 
fusely as Gray described in minute de- 
tail how she took him by the hand, 
led him into the bedroom where her 
husband lay sleeping, and when his 
courage failed, snatched up the sash- 
weight he had dropped and struck her 
husband as he called upon her to help 
him, 

The murder, Gray related, was com- 
mitted by both, but he said that. Mrs. 
Snyder must have twisted about her 
husband’s neck the picture wire that, 
according to expert testimony, caused 
death by strangulation. The satura- 
tion of her husband’s pillow with 
chloroform, a contributory cause of 
death in the opinion of the expert wit- 
nesses, was done by Mrs. Snyder, Gray 
said. 

Gray’s mother and sister, both weep- 
ing, sat before him as he testified:“The 
courtroom was so crowded that spec- 
tators stood on window ledges, blocked 
all exits and stood on tiptoe to peek 
over heads. It. was the largest crowd 
of the trial; promise of Gray's “clean 
breast”. having attracted more specta- 


Snyder testify. 

The story of the actual killing came 
just before the usual time for court to 
recess. His story had begun slowly; it 
gained momentum as it progressed, and 
by the time he came to the description 
of the murder itself the spectators 
crowded into the square, ill-ventilated 
courtroom were hanging on every word 
in rigid suspense. 

Taking a drink of water, Gray pulled 
himself together to tell of the murder 
episode. He pictured himself arriving 
at Queens Village after midnight the 
night of March 19. He walked dark 
streets, half-intoxicated, searching fur 
the Snyder home. 

He found it, and~ entered through 
one of the two doors Mrs. Snyder had 
left unlocked for him. A package of 
cigarettes -On a table in the kitchen 
was a signal to go upstairs to the room 
of Mrs. Snyder’s mother, who was ab- 
sent. But he could not recall what it 
meant. His face worked as gusts of 
emotion temporarily halted his narra- 
tive. 

| Found Whisky and Wine. 

After waiting fifteen minutes, he said, 
he went. upstairs. He found whisky, 
rubber gloves, picture wire, a. sash- 
weight, a bottle of chloroform and 
pliers under a pillow. He drank the

Sets New Record of 41,000 
Feet, Then Is Forced to 
Use Parachute. 


MAKES 8,000 FOOT DROP 


Scott Field, Belleville, Ill., May 4 (By 
A. P.).—A new world’s altitude record 
for free balloons apparently was estab- 
lished today by Capt. Hawthorne C. 
Gray, who descended at 4 p. m. at 
Golden Gate, Ill., after his altimeter 
showed a reading of apparently 41,000 
feet. The previous record of 35,433 
feet was made 26. years ago by two 
German aeronauts. 

On the descent, Capt. Gray, who de- 
pended on his balloon to parachute 
itself, found that he was falling 1,500 
to 1,800 feet per minute at a height 
of 8,000 feet. He immediately climbed 
over the side of the basket and made 
& parachute jump, landing about 200 
yards from a creek in a muddy field. 
Although making a complete somer- 
sault while landing, he was uninjured. 

Gray, upon his arrival at Scott field 


escorted him, was gretted by a group 
‘of nearly 100 persons. Upon his an- 
nouncement that he had reached 41,- 
000 feet, a cheer went up. The aero- 
naut acknowledged it with a smile. 

Asked about sensations while at a 
height of nearly 8 miles from the earth, 
Gray, in a matter-of-fact manner, said 
he felt normal until he reached the 
maximum height, when a pain in his 
chest occasioned discomfort. Medical 
officers had cautioned him to go no 
higher in event he felt any ill effects, 
and he started the descent. 

The balloonist encountered a tempera- 
ture of 60 degrees below zero Fahren- 
heit, at 41,000 feet. 

“The only part of my body that felt 
cold was the back of mv head,” Gray 
related, whereupon Col. Paeglow, com- 
mandant of the field observed with a 
humorous glint in his eye that this 
was due to Gray’s “bald head.” 

Gray said he rose to 40,000 feet and 
remained stationary. The sand allast 
hac been discarded by this time, and 
he attached one of two oxygen tanks 
to a parachute and dropped them. This 
enabled him to rise the last 1,000 feet. 

‘His electrically heated oxygen ap- 
paratus, newly invented for the flight, 
functioned perfectly, he said. His first 
attempt in March of this year came to 
nought when imperfect oxygen ap- 
paratus caused him to lose conscious- 
n:-s at 28,000 feet. A new method of 
releasing ballast worked well, and 
showed none of the difficulties en- 
countered in his first flight when he 
was forced to tear sandbags open with 
his bare fingers.

MOVING ON TOWNS 
AG RESIDENTS FLEE| 


Thousands, Who Pinned 


Hopes on Levees, Are 
Forced to Depart. 


RENEWED WARNINGS 
OVER THE VAST AREA 


Lake Hundreds of Miles Long 
Reported by Fliers; Armies 
Still Work on Dikes. 


New Orleans, May 4 (By A. P.).—The 
charging Mississippi river tonight: rap- 
idly was completing the devastation of 
northeastern Louisiana started by its 
tributaries, 

Sweeping through its banks at an- 
other place today between Vicksburg 
and Natchez, the river was sending 
roaring. torrents into Tensas. parish 
north of the town of St. Joseph. Work 
had been abandoned at Villa Clare, be- 
low St. Joseph but reports said the levee 
had not gone out. 

These slowly were reaching out to 
inundate that and other towns and to 
meet the floods racing through the 
four crévasses opened Sunday at Glass- 
cocke, immediately south of Natchez, 
and the one created yesterday at Cabin 
Teele plantation north of Vicksburg. 

Save for narrow ridges running 
through Franklin and West Carroll 


parishes and Ouachita and Morehouse 


parishes, water now covers or soon will 
cover the whole of the 5,000 square 
miles in the funnel bounded on the 
north by Arkansas, on the west and 
east by the Ouachita and Mississippi 
and on the south by the Red and Old 
rivers. 


More Residents Driven Out. 


While backwaters long since have 
driven a large percentage of the popu- 
lation of the nine affected parishes to 
refugee concentration points, many 
other thousands have pinned their 
faith on the Mississippi levees and 
clung to their homes. 

Warned by telephone and airplane, 
these began moving out last night and 
the human stream continued on the 
move today, although all reports indi- 


cated there was no wild dash before / 


the waters as it crept slowly toward 
nearly a dozen towns whose popula- 
tions had been augmented by hundreds 
of refugees. : 

In most of the parishes where the 
inundation is being made complete by 
the breaks in the Mississippi levees, main 
roads already had been blocked by back 
waters from the Red, the Black, the Ar- 
kansas and the Ouchta rivers, and 
chief reliance for rescue was placed in 
boats. ° 

Thousands streamed out to the levees, 
the one place of safety, and anxiously 
awaited the coming of the rescue fleets 
dispatched from Natchez and Vicks- 
burg. In several of the towns time was 
given for moving much of the house- 
hold goods. 


Lake Hundreds of Miles Long. 


These new crevasses on the Missis- 
sippi are widening what already is the 
largest lake ever created by any flood 
since the levee system was installed 
Aviators flying over the territory re- 
port a practically solid sheet of water 
in southeastern Arkansas, northeastern 
Louisiana and western Mississippi 
measuring several hundred miles north 
and south and yernepe a hundred miles 
east and west. 

At many places along the vast stretch 
the Mississippi river itself is only faint- 
ly outlined by the tops of the levee, 
with water stretching away to the 
right and the left. The embankments

The North Americans scouted the 
tdea that this country has imperialistic 
‘aims, while their Latin-American guests 
pleaded for a better understanding of 
business conditions and practices and 
a greater degree of reciprocity. 

A plea for the revi ion of the com- 
mercial treaty of 1912 between Cuba 
and the United St7.es was made by 
Senor Ortiz, who assert.d that Cuba ts

MOB BURNS MAN'S BODY 


Police Direct Traffic as Shots 
Are Fired and Women and 
Children Scream. 


Little Rock, Ark., May 4 (By. A. P.). 
The body of a negro who had been 
hanged and riddied with bullets after 
an attack upon a white woman and her 
daughter early today, tonight was drag~- 
ged behind an automobile through the 
main street of the city and then satu- 
rated with gasoline and burned-at one 
of the principal business corners in the 
negro section while thousands of per- 
sons looked on. 

National ‘guard troops, with one com- 
pariy already mobilized,. were held in 
readiness tonight awaiting orders from 
Gov. Martineau should race trouble re- 
sult from the lynching. 

Lynching of another negro tonight 
was threatened when he was found 
armed in the huge crowd which con- 
gregated where the body of Carter was 
burned. When the negro was* discov- 
ered in the crowd and found to be 
armed, cries went up to hang him, but 
he was rescued and taken to the.city 
jail. for safe keeping. 

A negro was shot and seriously 
wounded: by an unidentified member 
of..the crowd. parading through the 
negro section. He was rushed. to the 
hospital. 

All national abide, sheriffs, 
deputies and police available were 
called on duty tonight in an effort to 
break up the threatening crowds which 
were parading’ through the streets: 

As the flames leaped into the air 
about the body of Carter the firing of 
guns mingled with the cries of women 
and children fleeing from the scene. 
Negroes scattered as the mob dragged 
the body to the corner and made a bon- 
fire of it. 

Police, outnumbered, directed traffic 
which congested the streets for blocks 
around the scene. . 

The negro, John Carter, 22, was sur- 
rounded by a mob numbering several 
thousand men, who found him in a tree 
after an all-day search. He confesied 
that he had attacked.Mrs. B. E. Stewart 
and her 17-year-old daughter Glennie 
with an iron bar as they rode along the 
road near the city in a wagon early 
today 

Miss Stewart, her head in bandages, 
was said to have identified the negro at 
the scene of the lynching, 

Told to climb on top of an automo- 
bile, the negro tried but as too 
frightened or weak. He was then push- 
ed atop the car and it was driven from 
under him. As the negro swung in the 
air he was riddled with bullets from a 
volley. 

Miss Stewart was said to have. been 
within sight of the lynching. 

Feeling around here over the mur- 
der of 12-year-old Floella McDonald by 
@ young negro was further intensified 
by the attack today. The mother, Mrs. 
B. E. Stewart, was taken to a hospital 
suffering from a blow over the head 
and a broken arm, The girl, Glennie, 
17, was ‘only slightly injured. The ne- 
gro fled into the woods when an auto- 
mobile approached.

Demand by Teachers’ union, No. 27, 
that the board of education recall a 
statement of policy adopted early in 
April, suggesting possible suspension 
of teachers involved in cases receiving 
undue notoriety, was refused yesterday 
by the board at its meeting in the 
Franklin building. 

The union, in asking redrafting of 
the board’s policy, had termed the 
April statement as. ‘“‘un-American and 
in violation of the organic act.” 

Replying yesterday to the union’s 
demand, the board reaffirmed its orig- 


inal policy, and declared any implica- 
‘tion that teachers would be dismissed 
without fair trial resulted from misin- 
terpretation of the statement. 

“The construction these teachers 
have placed on the circular is wholly 
without justification,” Charles  F., 
Carusi, president of the board, said. 
“There is nothing in the statement 
which would indicate that fair trial 
of teachers would be dispensed with, 
or teachers dismissed on rumor aloné. 
I can’t understand how a _ responsible 
body of teachers could have taken this 
stand.”’ 

Henry Gilligan declared the first duty 
of the board is to the children in its 
schools rather than to any teacher or 
group of teachers. 


New Plan Policy. 


The board yesterday adopted a new 
policy regafding approval of plans for 
school buildings. As a result in the fu- 
ture all members of the board will be 
notified of the hour at which plans are 
placed before the chairman of the 
buildings and grounds committee. All 
members of the committee will sign 
the drawings, previously approved by 
the chairman only. 

As a result of change in dates for 
the completion of the Gordon and 
Garnet-Patterson Junior High schools, 
the buildings will not be ready in Jan- 
uary, as planned, and from 15 to 20 of 
the 74 additional teachers asked of the 
last Congress in anticipation of com- 
pletion on time will not be needed, 
Supt. of Schools Frank W. Ballou told 
the board. As the original request of 
Congress was based on this demand, 
the board ordered that Herbert Brown, 
head of the bureau of efficiency, be 
notified of the change. 

Two of the bureau’s experts—Her- 
bert Rapp, director of the school sur- 
vey, and Paul Rapp—attended yester- 
day’s board meeting. 

Dr. Ballou announced that represen- 
tatives of the municipal architect’s of- 
fice and the budget bureau will leave 
the Franklin building with him at 10 
o’clock this morning on an inspection 
trip of sites proposed by the finance 
committee for buildings to be _ in- 
cluded in the 1929 estimates. The in- 
spection will cover several days, mem- 
bers of the board participating. 

Following the proposal by the ma- 
jority of the rules committee that only 
gifts of a permanent ‘character, and 
requiring little or no maintenance, be 
accepted for school use, the board took 
action, referring acceptance of all gifts 
to the discretion of the board, through 
its committee on buildings and 
grounds. 

Reversal of the report followed Mr. 
Gilligan’s declaration that the body 
would be acting unwisely to “dampen 
the ardor” of parent-teacher associa- 
tions by barring acceptance of those 
gifts which require maintenance. 

J. W. Barse and a committee of the 
Lincoln Park Citizens association ap- 
peared before the board, asking aid in 
its plan to convert into a drill field 
District-owned land adjacent to the 
new Eastern High school. It is the 
purpose of the committee to plant ten 
acres of the land with grass seed, mak- 
ing the plot available to Eastern’s 
cadet companies. The board indorsed 
its efforts and offered to render all 
help within its power. 

On the objection by the Rev. F. I. A. 
Bennett, that invitations for scholastic 
events are being sent out i nthe board’s 
name without the body ever having 
taken action on them, official approval 
of all such occasions was entrusted by 
the board to its president.

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BARRIERS, SOUGHT 
BY PAN-AMERICANS 


Will Try to Frame Program 
Agreeable to Both Con- 
tinents Today. 


TARIFF POLICY:OF U. S. 
DEPRECATED BY DUHAU 


Introduces Resolution to Pro- 
vide Commission to Study 
Trade Difficulties. 


With the North American delegates 
and some of the Latin American dele- 
gates openly in disagreement over the 
United States tariff policy, the third 
Pan-American commercial conference 


will try today to frame a program for 


removal of trade barriers between the 
two continents. 

These barriers arise principally from 
clumsy consular procedure and involved 
customs regulations. A batch of reso- 
lutions aimed at their removal have 
been under consideration by the com- 
mittee on resolutions and some of them 
will be reported out to the full confer- 
ence today. 

The tariff policy of the United States 
was assailed by the delegates of two 
South American countries yesterday— 
Luis Duhau, of Argentina, and Enrique 
A. Schroeder, of U‘uguay. It was de- 
fended by John H. Fahey, former presi- 
dent of the United States Chamber of 
Commerce. 

The Argentine tariff, Duhau said, is 
purely fiscal in character, while the 
American duties falling on Argentine 
products are altogether protective and 
in some cases prohibitive. The produc- 
ers of beef in the Argentine, he said, 
are particularly ha d hit by the Amer- 
ican tariff, and have had to sell’ at ex- 
tremely low prices in the British mar- 
ket. 


Could Increase Buying Power. 


“If the United States,” Duhau said, 
“allowed the yearly entrance of 3650,- 
000,000 pounds of Argentine beef, that 
amount would only represent the rela- 
tively small proportion of 5 per cent 
of the total consumption. But the 
same quantity would constitute 28 per 
cent of Argentina’s average exports of 
dressed beef in the past decade and 
23.3 per cent of an exportation calcu- 
lated at 1,500,000,000 pounds.” 

If the United States would permit 
this, he said, it would increase the 
buying power of Argentina and en- 
courage the buying of American prod- 
ucts. He told of the slogan now much 
heard in the Argentine—‘Buy from 
those who buy from us’—but he as- 
sured the American delegates that it 
was only a temporary slogan, to be em- 
ployed while there are customs bar- 
riers in. existence that “suffocate” the 
country’s economic development. 

Mr. Fahey, the American delegate, 
departed from his prepared speech to 
answer Senor Duhau. He declared 
that the tariff policy of the United 
States was equally fair to all nations, 
and he cited statistics for the purpose 
of proving his point. 


Assails’ American Tariff. 


Senor Schroeder, of Uruguay, as- 
sailed the American tariff on the 
ground that it was having an adverse 
effect on his country’s foreign trade; 
particularly in the matter of wool, 
hides and meat. 

After delivering his attack on the 
tariff, Senor Duhau introduced a, reso- 
lution proposing that a commission of 
business men be created to study the 
commercial difficulties between North 
America and South America. 

Development of Pan-American ex- 
change, the resolution said, must be 
sought principally in the gradual re- 
duction of customs duties. - 

“It is not upon the shifting sands 
of commercial’ prejudices that. inter- 
American solidarity should: be built,” 
said the resolution, “but upon the 
solid ground of economic. liberty.” 

The resolution was turned over to 
the committee on resolutions. 

Last night the delegates to the con- 
ference were the guests of Ambassador 
Tellez and Senora Tellez at the Mexi- 
can embassy.

‘tions. of the United States—the East, 
the South, the north Central and the 
Pacific coast—was painted by. speakers 
at the chamber of commerce sessions 
yesterday morning. 

The agricultural situation in the

A spirited discussion broke out yes- 
terday at a meeting of the transporta- 
tion section following the introduction 
of a resolution by the Chicago Associa- 
tion of Commeérce.. 

This resolution would have the Cham- 
ber of Commerce “look with disfavor” 
upon “recent efforts of the Shipping 
Board for authority to enter upon a 
new program of ship building.” 

T. V. O’Connor, chairman of the 
Shipping Board, immediately arose and 
declared that it was not true that the 
board contemplates entering upon a 
program of ship building. On the con- 
trary, he said, the board is making every 
effort to dispose of its ships. 

When Chairman oO’Connor had 
finished, Julius H. Barnes, former presi- 
dent of -the Chamber of Commerce, 
introduced a resolution which said that 
O’Connor’s assurances were in accord 
with the policy of the chamber. The 
resolution, which was adopted, im- 
pressed on the Shipping Board “the 
need of energy in placing this shipping 
in private operation.” 

Alfred Pearce Dennis, vice chairman 
of the United States tariff commission, 
was the principal speaker at the cham- 
ber’s annual banquet in the Willard 
hotel last night. 

“If the war has taught us anything,” 
he said, “it has lessoned us in the 
economic -solidarity of the world. We 
have learned that no man liveth to 
himself nor dieth to himself. -What is 
true of individuals is true of nations. 
When the British government released 
its accumulated war stocks of wool in 
1921, the market collapsed and there 
was not a shepherd on the lonely plains 
of Australia or the slopes of Judea who 
did not feel the pinch of hard times. 
When the Russians withdrew from the 
Paris perfumery market, rose valleys in 
the secluded valleys of the mountains 
of Bulgaria, which had been produc- 
ing attar of rose for 50 years, were left 
untended.” 

Before the war, he said, the United 
States regarded Great Britain as its 
greatest trade rival. Now it regards 
the British as customers rather than 
rivals, he said, because it realizes that 
it has more to gain from Britain pros- 
perous than from Britain depressed, 


AMERICAN INDUSTRY 
SHOWS BIG STRIDES 


‘(By the Associated Press.) 

Strides made by the United States as 
an industrial nation were strikingly 
illustrated today in data prepared for 
the Commerce Department by Prof. E. E. 
Day, of the University of Michigan, and 
Woolief Thorne, of the Federal Reserve 
Board. The data-covers the advance 
since 1899. 

The guantity of manufactured goods 
produced by the country in 1925 was 
found to be 163.4 per cent greater than 
that of 1899; the number of wage earn- 
ers employed was increased by 88.2 per 
cent, and horse power of electrical, 
steam or other energy, increased 229.6 
per cent. 

There were only two classes of in- 
dustries which were not producing more 
in 1925 than in 1899—liquor manufac- 
ture and shipbuilding. No legal liquor 
of any kind was found to have been 
manufactured in 1925, while in the 
shipbuilding field, if the 1899 output is 
represented by the figure 9, the 1925 
output dropped to but 7. The most 
notable increase in a single industry 
was reported in that devoted to auto- 
mobile production, which had an index 
figure in 1899 of 5; and in 1925 had 
soared to 238. 
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BAKER BOY'S BODY OUG. 
FROM GRAVE, To F 


Fredericksburg ‘Police “Say 
Lad’s Slayer Then Flung 
Body Into River 


CASE IS STILL UNSOLVED 


Fredericksburg, Va.. May 4.—That the 
body of 9-year-old Albert Baker, found 
in the Rappahannock river, 6 miles be- 
low here last Momday afternoon, had 
been buried ashore for some days be- 
fore it was cast into the river, tied in a 
burlap sack weighted with stones, is the 
belief of Fredericksburg authorities as 
A result of their investigation. 

They believe that whoever cast the 
body into the river first had buried it 
ashore, but later feared to let it re- 
main in the grave. 

Despite the efforts of Fredericksburg 
police, aided by. specially employed de- 
tectives, the end of another day of in- 
vestigation, theorizing and questioning 
found them little nearer a solution of 
the mystery of the boy’s death. 

Albert disappeared on February 22 on 
a bright afternoon from a Fredericks- 
burg street. and all efforts to discover 
his whereabouts were fruitless until 
fishermen discovered the body in the 
sack in the river last Monday. 

An autopsy performed by Dr. John 
E. Coll, coroner, disclosed two fractures 
of the back of the skull of a nature to 
indicate the blow which caused them 
had come from below. The fractures 
might have been caused by a stone 
similar to those with which the sack 
which held his body was weighted, Dr. 
Coll said. A dark line about the neck 
of the lad may have been made by a 
strangling cord, he said. The fractures 
would cause severe hemorrhages, but 
not necessarily quick death, he de- 
clared. 

Out of these facts police are at- 
tempting to develop a hypothetical case 
which seems reasonable. It Nas been 
suggested that the boy may have been 
injured inadvertently and the person 
responsible killed him to cover up the 
first injury. 

Harry Wheeler told police today that 
he and another boy had seen the sack 
containing the body four days before 1it 
was washed ashore, but they believed !t 
merely contained the carcass of some 
animal.

FORMAL PLEA IS SENT. 
TO GOV. FULLER 


Sacco Refuses to Sign; Clings 
to His Principles .as 
an Anarchist. 


Boston, May 4 (By A. P.).— Bar- 
tolomeo Vanzetti and Nicola Sacco, 
under sentence of death in the week 
of July 10 for the murder of a pay roll 
master and his guard in Braintree 
seven years ago, today carried their 
world-wide fight for exoneration to 
Gov. Fuller with a personal plea for 
an investigation. The plea was. sub- 
mitted by Vanzetti from his cell in the 
Dedham fail. 


“We hereby pray you to exercise the 
power conferred on you by the con- 
stitution of Massachusetts publicly to 
investigate all the facts in our Case 
and set us free from that sentence if 
the findings will so dictate to your 
understanding and conscience,” was 
the opening sentence of the petition. 

Written by Vanzetti, with the aid 
of his counsel in matters of English 
grammar and reference, the petition 
was signed by Vanzetti only, although 
it called for an investigation on behalf 
of both men. Sacco’s refusal to sign 
was explained in covering letters sub-

perience during the past seven years,’’ 
which has “convince@ him that it 
would be against his faith to do so.” 


Consistent as an Anarchist. 


Citing the fact that Sacco “is de- 
termined to be consistent with his 
principles as an anarchist,” Dr. Myer- 
son wrote that “there is no question 
that the seven years of his incarcera- 
tion have helped bring about an ab- 
normal state in which his fanaticism 
has been intensified to an obsession.” 

Accompanying the petition, which 
covered 20 typewritten pages, was what 
the defense counsel have termed their 
best legal trump—a set of six affidavits 
from prominent persons, each of which 
charges that Judge Webster Thayer 
(trial judge, who later refused all excep- 
tions and petitions for a new trial), 
showed “prejudice and. bias.”’ 
the men during and after their trial. 

The affidavits were signed by George 
VU. Crocker, a leading Boston attorney; 
Robert Benchley, dramatic editor of 
Life; Elizabeth Bernkopf, newspaper re- 
porter who covered the hearing on mo- 
tions for a new trial; Frank P. Sibley, 
who covered the trial for the Boston 
Globe; John Nicholas Beffel, of New 
York, who attended the trial as a re- 
porter for the Federated press; and Lois 
B. Rantoul of Jamaica Plains, who at- 
tended the trial as a representative of 
the Greater Boston Federation of 
Churches, 


Remarks At a Golf Club. 


The Benchley affadavit reported an 
account of Loring Coes, a friend of the 
New York dramatic critic, of Judge 
Thayer’s remarks made before Coes and 
several others in the Worcester Golf 
club in 1921, the year:of the trial. 

“Mr. Coes told us,” said the affida- 
vit, “that Judge Thayer had just been 
telling about what he (Judge Thayer) 
intended to do to Sacco and Vanzetti, 
whom Judge Thayer referred to as 
‘those ——— ——— down there.’ Mr. Coes 
said that Judge Thayer had referred to 
Sacco and Vanzetti as bolsheviki who

She.got him another, 
telling him she would burn her night 
dress and bathrobe and his shirt. 

They began to plan the burglary 
story. They mussed up the entire 
house, burned the telltale garments in 
the furnace and wrapped the chloro- 


form in an Italian language newspaper, 


leaving it where. it might suggest that 
the crime was committed by Italians. 
She wanted him to strike her on the 
head, to strengthen the story of bur- 
glary. He refused, because “I couldn’t 
do it.” 

‘And riow Mrs. Snyder was bound and 
about to be gagged. She was lying on 
her mother’s bed. She asked him when 
she would see him again. Here Gray’s 
emotions became too great for repres- 
sion, and he’sobbed out that he had 
told her that he “‘was through with her 
and everything and that she would 
never see me again.” It was dawn. 
He went out of the house. 

The jurors were hunched forward on 
their chairs. The courtroom was in 
confusion. The hands of the court 
clock pointed to 4:30, the usual recess 
time. Samuel L. Miller, chief of Gray’s 
counsel, said: 

“Your-honor, in view of the condi- 
tion of the witness, I move that court 
be recessed.” 


Deny Gray Fainted. 


Justice Townsend nodded assent. 
'But Gray, turning to the judge, said 
_he was all right and would like to go 
| on and clear up some points he had 
missed. 

Gray then told details he had omit- 
ted, but his further testimony seemed 
an anticlimax. He told of Mrs. Sny- 
der showing him, after ‘the murder, 
bottles of poison, and ef her saying 
that she had a capsule that was po- 
tent enough to kill a dozen people and 
that she intended keeping it. He told 
of drinking more whisky in the dining 
room. 

When court recessed, the weeping 
women and their male companions, 
whispering in tragic voices, filed slow- 
ly from the courtroom. From the door 
through which Mrs. Snyder and Gray 
had been taken to their cells, came the 
sound of an uproar. A report that 
Gray had fainted was soon in circula- 
tion. Bailiffs denied this. 


Gray Resumes Testimony. 


When court convened this morning 
Samuel Miller, Gray’s counsel, resumed 
the direct examination of his client. 
Gray testified that in the middle of 
the year 1926, Mrs. Synder showed him 
a $5,000 ‘insurance policy on her hus- 
band; <f

‘if. her husband drowned,” he said. 
“She told me she thought her husband 
might be drowned that summer.” 
He told then of her meeting him at 
the Waldorf when she ‘brought two 
bottles of whisky and some sleeping 


powders. ;

In September of 1926, he said, Mrs. 
Snyder told. him that her affairs at 


home were unbearable and that she/ 


had definitely decided to kill her hus- 
band, 


Woman Highly Nervous, 


“I told her she was crazy,” he said, 
“and advised her to see a doctor. 
said she intended to give her husband 
some of the powders she had tested out 
on me and then kill him by gas while 
he was in a stupor.” 


Gray said she was in a highly nervous 
state at this time, fainting on the 
street on one occasion, and that “she 
didn’t know what she was.doing.” 


As Gray testified, Mrs. Snyder sat 


bowed in her seat with her head hang- 
ing, but apparently not crying. 

Late in September, he said, Mrs. 
Snyder told him she had trted to kill 
her husband by gas, but had failed. 

“I don’t have any luck,” he quoted 
her as saying. “It’s too bad the tube 
wasn’t long enough to stick in his 
nose.”’ ' 

This identical phrase was attributed 
to Gray himself when .Mrs. Snyder was 


on the stand and told of telling Gray| 


of an accident her husband had had. 

“I met her again early in October,” 
he said, “and she told me she had had 
another argument with ‘the old crab,’ 
and that she was at the limit of her 
endurance. I urged divorce, but she 
said that was not the way out.” 

In the middle of October, he said, 
she met him in Newark, N. J., and 
they drove up to Newburgh, N. Y., for 
lunch, and from there to Kingston. 
He said she referred to the trip as the 
first honeymoon she had ever had. 

As Gray related this, his voice caught 
with emotion and it seemed for a 
moment that he was going to cry. 

At Kingston, he continued, she told 
him in detail of her differences with her 
husband. He said he told her he could 
not understand her feelings as he was 
not unhappy at home to that extent. 


They went to Albany from Kingston, 
and thence to Troy. As Gray continued 
his recital he sighed deeply at inter- 
vals and was evidently hard pressed to 
retain his composure. 

From Troy they went to Schenectady, 
he said, and from there to Amsterdam. 

He testified that on this trip Mrs. 
Snyder’s lovemaking was so aggressive 
that he became to all intents a slave 
to love. It is this condition of helpless 
submission that Gray’s counsel says 
the corset salesman was in at the time 
of the killing. 

At Amsterdam, he said, Mrs. Snyder 
learned by telephone that her husband 
was ill. He said he suggested her re- 
turn home, but she said “Lét the old 
crab die.” r 

They then went to Syracuse, with 
stops at Gloversville, Booneville and 
Watertown. 


Woman Buries Face. 


While Gray téstified: Mrs. Snyder sat 
at_her counsél table with her head 
buried in her arms. He spoke in a flat, 
even voice, devoid of emotion, and was 
allowed to tell his story with almost no 
prompting questions from his lawyer. 

Binghamton was the next stop, where 
they had luncheon with the buyer for 
his. principal customer. .Then they 
went over into Pennsylvania. At Scran- 
ton his funds were low and he bor- 
rowed $57 from Mrs. Snyder. 

In Scranton, he said, Mrs. Snyder 
suggested they “get good and plaster- 
ed,” as it might be. the last day of 
their trip. He said he protested that 
he must stay in condition to call on 
his trade, but in the end they both got 
intoxicated. 

They then went to Stroudsburg, Pa., 
and thence to Newark, ten days having 
been passed in the trip. Gray said that 
at Newark he repaid the money he 
had borrowed and they then went to 
their respective homes. At subsequent 
meetings, he said, Mrs. Snyder told him 
of continuous quarréls with her hus- 
band, and said “something would have 
to be done.” 


“Foolish,” He Told Her. 


“I told her‘she was foolish,” he said, 
“and that I had taken her on the trip 
to get her over any such ideas.” 

“She replied by asking me if I knew 
anything about knockout drops and if 
I could get her some. I said ‘abso- 
lutely not.” 


He said that she then told him of a 
friend in Hartford, Conn., who was go- 
ing to take her to ‘the theater, saying 


she had asked him to bring her some 


sleeping powders. 

He viisted her in her home, Gray 
said, and she showed him how she had 
kicked a tube from a gas heater in an 
attempt to asphyxiate her husband. 

“I think you are absolutely crazy,” 
Gray said he told her, “and she then 
told me she had also tried to.kill Sny- 
der in his garage. She said she took 
him two drinks of whisky there and 
had then closed the door while the 
engine was running.” 

On this visit he said he took her some 
small bottles of -whisky and she told 
him she was going to put powders in 
the bottles. 

“She had several kinds of poison 
around the house,” he said. 


Again Talked of Killing. 


Gray said he saw Mrs. Snyder half 
a dozen times in November of. 1926, 
and she spoke constantly of her mari- 
tal troubles. He then identified the 
Suit case which ‘has figured in the 
case several times before, telling which 
articles in it were his and which Mrs. 
Snyder’s. ‘ 

At one of the November meetings, 
he said, she again asked him about 
knockout drops. 

“She said she had some. powders,” 
he said, “but told me she was-afraid 
they were not strong enough. She asked 
me if I could find out. I said I could 
but that I would not. I refused to. have 
any part in such a scheme.” 

Toward the end of the month, he 
said, she asked him if there weren't 
any way to get rid of her husband 
that Gray would help her with: He 
testified that he refused. 

“She told me she was going to make 
one more attempt alone,” he said, “‘and 
. that failed, I would have to help 

er, | 

“I said that 1 would not do so, that 
I knew nothing about such things. She 
told me to ask a doctor she knew I

“I told her I would try. The next 
morning she reminded me of my prom- 
ise and said she wanted the informa- 
tion right away.”

“She said she was afraid her husband 
might become suspicious of her,” he 
testified. 


Asked About Revolver. 


Just before Christmas last, Gray 
said, Mrs. Snyder told him of her. hus- 
band slapping and threatening her. He 
said she expressed fear for her life. 

“She asked me if I knew how to 
shoot a revolver,” Gray testified, “and I 
said no.” 

He then told of doing Christmas 
shopping with Mrs. Snyder and her 
daughter, the second year. they had 
done this together. 

This Christmas she gave him a travel- 
ing set and he gave her underclothes, 
as he had the year before. He gave Lor- 
raine, Mrs. Snyder’s daughter, some 


sOme books for his little girl. 

- Gray said he went to the Snyder 
home the day after Christmas “to see 
the tree and the presents.” 

Lorraine and Mrs. Snyder’s mother, 
Mrs. Josephine Brown, were present un- 
til after lunch. 

“Then,” Gray testified, “Mrs. Snyder 
asked me if I wouldn't help her by 
shooting her husband. I refused, and 
she then asked for suggestions as to 
how she could do the killing. 

“I told her she must see it through 
alone, and I went back to New York.” 

He said that early in January she 
told him she was having trouble keep- 
ing up her husband’s insurance, and 
he advised her to cancel it. She said 
she would think it over. 


Poison in Medicine. 


Gray tesumed the stand promptly at 
2 o'clock, after lunch, and Samuel 
Miller, his attorney, continued direct 
examination. The recital at this time 
dealt with meetings of Gray and Mrs. 
Snyder in January of this year. At 
one of these meetings, he said, Mrs. 
Snyder told him her husband had been 
suffering from hiccoughs and that she 
had given him poison in his medicine. 

“Don’t you know that poison is 
deadly?” Gray said he asked her, and 
she replied that she had thought it 
was when she administered it but that 
it had only made her. husband sick. 

She then related, Gray said, how she 
had filed labels off a bottle of poison 
tablets and told her husband the tab- 
lets were harmless medicine. 

“She asked. me later,” Gray testified, 
“if I would get her some more of the 
poison I had found out about for her; 
and I said I would not. She asked me 
again if I couldn’t think of any plan 
for getting rid of her husband, and I 
said I could not. She said she was 
intent on killing him one way or an- 
other.” 

The testimony then doubled back into 
1926. to tell of money Gray said he had 
borrowed from Mrs, Snyder and which 
he said he repaid. She had previously 
testified that he never repaid any of the 
money he borrowed. He said that one 
loan of $25 he had not repaid “as yet.” 


Whisky Also Poisoned. 


Gray then brought his account up to 
February of this year, the month before 
the killing of Albert Snyder, and con- 


tinued to tell of frequent meetings. _ 


In the second week of that month, he 
said, Mrs. Synder told him of her hus- 
band drinking whisky in which she had 
put poison. Snyder became ill, but re- 
covered. : 

She then told him that she had tried 
three different strengths of poison on 
her husband without avail and asked 
Gray to find out what coftiatituted a 
lethal dose. 

“I told her I had no experience in 
such matters,” Gray testified, “and I 
didn’t want.any.” 

Milter asked if in that month Mrs. 
Snyder had spoken to Gray about “pro- 
curing the services” of a gunman, but 
on objection by council for Mrs. Snyder 
the question was withdrawn. 

The last week in February, Gray said, 
Mrs. Snyder told him she had tried 
every means to kill her husband and 
i and that he would have. to help 

er. 

“She said it was him or her or all of 
us,” he testified. “I asked her what 
she had in mind and she said she had 
thought that the best plan might be to 
beat her husband unconscious and then 
chloroform him.” 

“I said this was quite impossible. 
She asked me to help her and I re- 
fused. Then she asked me if I would 
get her the chloroform and I said I 
would. 

“I then asked her if she was going to 
do this thing herself and she said she 
was going to try.” 


Widow Begins to Weep. 


Mrs. Snyder wept quietly as this tes- 
timony was being given. 

The recital then reached happenings 
during March, on the 20th day of which 
Snyder was killed. Gray said he went 
to the Snyder home close to the first 
of the month, Mrs. Snyder being alone 
when he arrived. 

“We talked’ over this matter of kill- 
ing Snyder,” he said, “with chloroform 
and an instrument.” 

“She said ‘you are going to help me, 
aren’t you?’ And I said, no; only s0 
far as getting the chloroform. Then 
she asked me avout a suitable instru- 
ment and I suggested a sashweight. 

“She told me to get the chloroform, 
the weight and a pair of rubber gloves 
and I said I would.” “ts . 

Gray said he left her after she had 
beseeched him without avail to take an 
active part in the murder. He also re- 
fused, he said, to get a man to help 
her. He went to Albany the next day 
and telephoned Mrs. Snyder to see if 
she still wanted him to get the imple- 
ments of murder. He testified she told 
him to go ahead and buy them. 

The following day he went to Kings- 
ton, N. Y., where he bought the sash- 
weight and chloroform and then re- 
turned to New York. 


Gave Her the Package. 3 
The day after, that, he said, Mrs. 
Snyder telephoned him to meet her at 
a restaurant and give her the things he 
had bought. He said he kept the ap- 
pointment and turned over the package. 
‘““She asked if the weight was in

“She asked me to come to her house 
that night,” he said. “She said she 
hadn’t had any luck with her husband 
as yet, but was hoping for better luck 
soon.” 

Gray said he went from Buffalo to 
Hornell, then to Olean, to Jamestown, 
to Dunkirk and back to Buffalo on a 
business trip in the next few days. At 
Hornell and Jamestown he got letters 
from Mrs, Snyder telling him that her 
mother would be away March 19 and 
that she would send him “final plans” 
at Rochester. 

He said he found two letters from 
her waiting for him when he got to 
Rochester, going there from Buffalo. 

“She told me in these letters,” he 
said, “that she would definitely expect 
me on Saturday night, ‘March 19, She 
said to bring some rope. She said she 
would leave both doors unlocked and 
that if a package of cigarettes was on 
the table in the hall, to go up to her 
mother’s room; if not, to stay in the 
hall till she came to get me. 


Told Not to Worry. 


“She said she would leave a bottle 
of whisky and a pair of pliers under 
the pillow of her mother’s bed. The 
pliers were to cut the telephone wire. 
She told me not to worry, that I was 
doing this for her.” 

Gray said he went from Rochester 
to Syracuse on March 18. 

He told of mailing Mrs. Snyder two 
handkerchiefs for her birthday and in- 
closing two sleeping powders in the 
envelope. . He went to New York on 
March 19, buying a return ticket to 
Syracuse for the next day on his ar- 
rival. Then he took a train to Queens 
Village, getting there shortly after 
midnight. 

“I walked to the Snyder home,” he 
said, “drinking considerably on the 
way. I found the door open, but had 
forgotten whether the cigarettes on 
the hall table meant I should go up 
or stay down. I stayed in the kitchen 
awhile and then as there was no sound 
I went up to Mrs. Brown’s room. 

“I found the sashweight, the rubber 
gloves, the pliers, the chloroform and 
@ small bottle of whisky which I 
drank. 

“I got dizzy and sat on the floor, 
where I found a large bottle of whisky. 
I drank some more. I had some cot- 
ton’ waste I had picked up in Roches- 
ter and I put that with the other 
things. 

 §$tarted to Leave. 

“I finally started downstairs to 
leave, but got only half down when I 
saw a car approaching and I ran batk 
upstairs. 

“T heard Mrs. Snyder coming up- 
stairs, Lorraine went into her room. 
Mrs. Snyder came into the room where 
I was. Then she went out and I had 
six or seven more drinks. 

“Tt heard her husband coming up- 
stairs. He went to his room and she 
came in to see if I’d found everything. 
She noted that I’d been drinking and 
then left, saying she’d get back soon 
as she could. I had more to drink, and 
soon she came back. 

“She said her husband was dozing 
off. She said ‘You’re going to do it 
tonight, aren’t you?’ I replied that I 
didn’t know if 1 could, but I’d try. 
Then she said the time had come. 

“I gave her my gloves and I put on 
the rubber gloves. I gave her the 
chloroform and the wire. I-took the 
sashweight. S"xe took me by the hand 
to her husband's room. 

“We went in. I struck him on the 
head one blow, and maybe another. 

“He hollered at the first blow and I 
jumped on top of him, He was full of 
fight and was getting the best of me. 
I yelled, “Momie, Momie, help me!’ 
and I dropped the weight. I tried to 
strangle him with my hands and she 
tackled him from behind and tied his 
hands. 

“She put chloroform over his face.” 


Terrified by Blood. 


After it was over, he said, he asked 
Mrs. Snyder what to do next, he be- 
ing terrified by finding blood on him- 
self, {Then she got him one of her 

hd’s shirts. Then he had some 
moré. fo drink, and she asked him if 
Snyder was dead. 

“She said, ‘He’s got to be,’” he testi- 
fied; “‘or I’m ruined.’ She told me to 
put wire around his neck, and 1 tried 
to but I couldn't. 

As Gray talked, his voice choked fre- 
quently and tears wet his face. Mrs. 
Snyder was using smelling salts and 
crying openly, “Gray told of putting 
Snyder’s revolver on his bed. 

“She. asked me again if he was dead,” 
he said, “and I told her I thought so. 
Then she gathered up a lot of poison 
she had, and. I got my hat and coat. 
We went downstairs and I had some 
more to drink. She took the money 
from her husband’s wallet and gave it 
to me. She offered me her jewelry, 
but I wouldn't take it. I told her to 
hide it and we went upstairs, where 


Her counsel asked the court to ad- 
jour, but Gray said: “Oh, I-can go on. 
I’ve still got something tosay. I would 
like to go on.” 

He said Mrs, Snyder then told him 
that she had burned the blood-stained 
clothing and hidden the sash weight. 
He said he put ashes on the weight to 
make it look as if it had been collect- 
ing dust a long time. aa 

“Then we went upstairs and she ask- 
ed me to hit her on the head to simu- 
late a robbery. “I told her I couldn't 
do, that, but I tied her up before I 
left the house and went back to Syra- 
cuse.” 


Rt. Rev. T. J. Toolen

and Mgr. Joseph A. Cunnan, of Bal- 
timore, preached the corsecration ser- 
mon. 

Among the several hundred priests 
and prelates present were 46 priests 
from the diocese of the new bishop. 


World Conference 


CAT ESMOMI THK 


Is Opened 
at Geneva; 1,500 Delegates 
From 46 Nations. 


LOUCHEUR UNANIMOUSLY 
NAMED VICE PRESIDENT. 


Americans Hope Immigration 
and Loans Views Will 
Not Be Criticized. 


Geneva, May 4 (By A. P.).—The great 
international economic conference, 
summoned to evolve plans to stabilize 
economic conditions throughout the 
world, was opened today in Reforma- 
tion hall. 


Some 1,500 delegatcs were present, 
representing 46 nations—including the 
United States, soviet Russia and Tur- 
key aS nonmembers of the League of 
Nations—and the hall presented an 
even more animated and crowded scene 
than during meetings of the league as- 
sembly. 

Former Premier Theunis of Belgium, 
president of the conference, in his 
opening address, declared there had 
never been a meeting so comprehensive- 
ly qualified to study the problems 
which jeopardize “the two. precious 
boons for which mankind is ever yearn- 
ing—peace and prosperity.” 

The confere: . he added, must help 
maintain peace by providing guidance 
in the economic field in the face of dlif- 
ficulties which made the world un- 
comfortably dangerous and sensitive. 


Must Survey Situation. 


M. Theunis emphasized that the con- 
ference primar‘ly must survey the 
world’s economic situation to. deter- 
mine the economic causes of the pres- 
ent instability. It must also examine 
economic tendencies which may influ- 
ence world peace, giving particular at- 
tention to the problem of commercial 
and tariff policies and international in- 
dustrial agreements. - 

The last point was probably specifi- 
cally European, he remarked, but the 
delegates must not forget that inter- 
dependence of nations means that 
every measure affecting the economic 
life of one nation produces effects in 
all the other. countries. 

M. Theunis expressed the opinion 
that it would be found that disloca- 
tion of economic relations because of 
the world war has had more serious 
consequences than the material havoc 
wrought. He believed that the crux 
of the existing difficulties was that 
trade, particularly in Europe, had been 
unable to keep pace with the develop- 
ments of means of production which 
have_equalled and even surpassed the 
prewar level. 


Loucheur Vice President. 


The first. task of the conference was 
to elect a vice president, M. Louis 
Loucheur, former French minister of 
finance, being unanimously elected for 
the post. 

A group of workers, delegates to 
the international economic conference 
adopted a resolution today in favor 
of imternational selling combines 
as a means of regulating production. 
They warned, however, against the 
danger of such capitalistic combina- 
tions fixing arbitrary prices, and said 
steps must simultaneously be taken to 
protect the interests of the consumers. 

The workers’ delegates voted to con- 
centrate their efforts toward making 
the conference a success, believing in- 
ternational cooperation in the domain 
of economics to be the most practicable 
way of eliminating unemployment and 
preventing wars. 


Americans Fear Topics. 

American representatives were con- 
cerned chiefly with the question 
whether the conference would adopt 
a policy of “selling combines,” and if 
so, how far the policy would be car- 
ried. Under such a plan, they feared, 
efforts would be made to compel Amer- 
ica to accept fixed monopolistic prices 
on European goods. 

Another fear entertained by the 
Americans was that the conference 
would go on record as fostering State 
subsidies to companies exporting raw 
materials. required by the United 
States, like rubber and coffee. Experts 
believe such a step would indicate a 
mass selling plan, and point out that 
such an attempt to “choke” America 
would have to be met by massing 
buying, similar to that followed in the 
case of rubber. 

Italy raised the problem of emigra- 
tion, but very mildly. Premier Musso- 
lini’s delegate, Count Bonin-Longare, 
committed his country to complete co- 
operation, asserting that the _ grave 
questions arising from the _ shrink- 
age of markets could be solved only 
by the earnest and altruistic coopera- 
tion of all nations. 

“Italy is short of raw materials,” he 
said, “and you know we have difficulty 
with our population because it is 
larger than we are able economically to 
support,” — 

The American delegation is headed 
by Henry M. Robinson, president of the

Davis, former Assistant Secretary of 
the Treasury; John W. O'Leary, prebi- 
dent of the United States Chamber of 
Commerce; Dr. Alonso E. Taylor, di- 
rector of the food research institute 
of Stanford university, and Dr. Julius 
Klein, of the Department of Commerce.

Would Defend Debt View. - 


Hope that the question of Europe’s 
debts to the United States would not 
be raised was expressed unofficially by 


the American delegates. It was added, 
Men! Men! 
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however, that if the subject was in- 
troduced, together. with the immigra- 
tion restrictions of the United States, 
the Americans were prepared to defend 
the American policy on both subjects. 

There was a report by David FP. Hous- 
ton,. former American Secretary of 
Agriculture, saying that tke. great 
prosperity of the United States the last 
four years and continued improvement 
in the European situation have con- 
tributed to the practical application 
of “raticnalization”’”’ of industry in the 
United States.

On allied war debts addressed to Prof. 
John Grier Hibben, president of Prince- 
-ton university, by Mr. Mellon, Secretary 
of the United States Treasury, which 
Was published on March 17. So far as 
this letter deals with matters of domes- 


' tie controversy, his majesty’s govern- 


Ment have, of course, no desire to offer 
But the letter 
also contains certain specific references 
to the position of Great Britain: and 
his majesty’s government feel bound 
to point out that on points of cardinal 
importance, these statements do not 
‘Correspond with the facts as known to 
his majesty’s government. His majesty's 
government feel that in justice to them- 
Selves and in order that public opin- 
jon in both countries should have a 
fair opportunity of judging the position, 
it is essential that they should frankly 
bring such points to the attention of 
the United States government. 
In the first place, Mr. Mellon states 
that the United States “agreed to fur- 
‘nish the allies dollars with which all 
their purchases in the United States 


should be consummated and what is 


more, we agreed to lend them these 
dollars;” but “when the United States 
oS gp supplies @nd services from 

ance and the British empire,” they 
“did not get these francs and pounds 
on credit: they paid cash.” The United 
States “are now urged to cancel these 
debts because it is alleged that they 
were incurred in the common cause, 
but neither abroad nor in the United 
States has it beén suggested that if 
this is to be done, the United States 
are to be reimbursed the dollars actual- 
ly expended by us in France and Great 
Britain.” 


Melion Statement Discussed, 


This statement implies that the 
United States government lent the 
British government all the dollars re- 
quired to purchase supplies in Amer- 
ica and that, over and above these 
loans, they paid dollars to great Britain 
for the services and supplies they re- 

uired from the British empire and 
that these dollars were retained by his 
majesty’s government for their own 
purpose. Such, of course, is not the 
case. All the dollar payments made by 
the United States for their sterling re- 

ulrements in Great Britain—which, 
though considerable, were of course 
smaller in amount than the war loans 
to the United Kingdom—were taken 
into account in fixing the total amount 
of the war loans advanced to Great 
Britain and were applied directly to 
the purchase of supplies in America 
or to the repayment of debt. The ar- 
rangements made are clearly and con- 
cisely stated in an article published 
in Foreign Affairs (April, 1925) by Mr. 
Rathbone, who was during the war 
Assistant Secretary of the United States 
Treasury. 

Mr. Rathbone’s explanation was as 
follows: 

“For its own war purposes in Great 
Britain, France and Italy, the United 
States did not borrow pounds or francs 
or lire. Our Treasury was obliged to 
procure these currencies for the use of 
our army abroad. We bought pounds, 
francs and lire from the governments 
of Great Britain, France and Italy, and 
made payment therefor in dollars here. 
The dollars thus obtained by Great 
Britain, France and Italy were applied 
by them toward the cost of their war 
purchases here, and thus the amount 
of the dollar loans required by these 
countries from our Treasury was dimin- 
ished in a corresponding sum.” 


Net Requirement Covered. 


It will be seen that the United 
States government did not lend the 
whole of the money required for the 
British purchases in America, but that 
the dollars received from the United 
States Treasury in payment of sterling 
provided by Great Britain were used to 
cover a corresponding part of Great 
Britain's dollar requirements, and only 
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the net dollar requirements were ae: 
ered by loans from the United States 
government. 


This arrangement was obviously 
equitable and satisfactory to both 
parties, and was in fact originally sug- 
gested by the United States govern- 
ment, in a letter dated the third of 
December, 1917, from Mr. Leffingwell, 
then Assistant Secretary of the United 
States Treasury, to the British treasury 
representative \n Washington, which 
includes the following paragraph: 

“I assume that your government will 
use the dollar fund thus received for 
meeting its dollar requirements for 
purchases here and would therefore re- 
duce correspondingly its requests for 
dollar advances from the United 
States Treasury.” 


Applied to Dollar Advances, 


The dollar payments to Great Britain 
were thus regularly applied to: reduce 
the dollar advances to Great Britain, so 
long as the latter continued: when they 
ceased in 1919, the dollar payments by 
the United States government were 
utilized to reduce the debt incurred by 
Great Britain. The statements made 
in Mr. Mellon's letter on this point ap- 
pears to His Majesty’s government to 
be likely to give a very erroneous im- 
pression of the facts. 

His majesty’s government now pass 
to Mr. Mellon's contention that the 
payments made to the United States 
government in respect of the British 
war debt impose no burden on the Brit- 
ish taxpayer. 


Mr. Mellon states that “all our prin- 
cipal debtors are already receiving from 
Germany more than enough to pay 
their debts to the United States.” So 
far as Great Britain is concerned, this 
statement is incorrect. The receipts of 
Great Britain during the financial year 
1926-1927, from Germany, on account 
of reparations represent approximately 
one-quarter of the payments made by 
his majesty’s government to the United 
States government, and their prospec- 
tive reparation receipts during the 
present financial year, 1927-1928 (as- 
suming that they are transferred in 
full) will fall substantially below one- 
half of the payments due to be made 
to the United States. Even if the re- 
ceipts from Germeny on account of 
army costs (which represent a partial 
reimbursement of the expenditure in- 
curred by his majesty’s government on 
the maintenance of their forces) and 
on account of the Belgian war debt 
(which represents a payment on behalf: 
of Belgium) are included, the total re- 
ceipts of Great Britain from Germany 
in either of these years will not exceed 
one-half of her payments to the United 
States. There can be no dispute as to 
the facts: The figures are published 
by the agent general for reparation 
payments and are fully available to the 
United States Treasury. 


Comparisons by Mellon, 


“When he comes later to deal with 
the position of Great Britain, Mr. Mel- 
lon does not in fact compare British 
receipts from Germany alone with Brit- 
ish payments to the United States gov- 
ernment; he compares the total re- 
ceipts of Great Britatn from repara- 
tions and interallied debts, together 
with the payments due by her to the 
United States government. He gives 
figures purporting to show that Great 
Britain will receive $2,000,000 (£412- 
000) more this ‘year than she pays to 
the United States; $15,000,000 (£3,000;- 
000) more next year and $70,000,000 
(£14,403,000) more in 1928-1929. While 
he admits that “in the past two years 
Great Britain has received about $100,- 
000,000 (£20,576,000) from Germany, 
France and Italy less than she has paid 
to the United States,” he adds that “it 
is equally true that, from this year on, 
Great Britain.will, every year, receive 
from her debtors a substantial amount 
more than she will pay to us, so that 
her American payments will not con- 
stitute a drain upon her own economic 
resources.” 

This statement is also inaccurate, 
both as regards the past and as re- 
gards the future, 

From the first of April, 1919, to the 
thirty-first of December, 1926, Great 
Britain has paid the sum of $828,500,- 
000 or £170,500,000 in respect of the 
debt to the United States government, 
Whereas the sums received by Great 
Britain on account of reparation, Bel- 
gian war debt and allied war debts up 
to the same date amount to £41,000,000 
($200,000,000), leaving a deficit of £129,- 
500,000 ($628,500,000). 


Receipts From Reparations. 


There seems no special reason to se- 
lect the past two years only, as is done 
in Mr. Mellon’s letter, but the position 
as regards this period is that during the 
first two years of the operation of the 
Dawes plan (1924-1925 and 1925-1926), 
the receipts of this country from repar- 
ation (including Belgian war debt) -and 
allied war debts together, fell short of 
British payments to the United States 
government by approximately £50,000,- 
000 ($234,000,000). 

As regards the financial year 1926- 
1927, the share of the United Kingdom 
in the third Dawes pan annuity in 
respect of reparation and Belgian war 
cebt amounts to £12,000,000, and the 
receipts from interallied war debts to 
£8,500,000, or a total of £20,500,000, as 
against the payment due to the United 
States government of £33,000,000. Dur- 
ing the following year (1927-1928), the 
share of the United Kingdom in the 
fourth Dawes annuity in respect of the 
Belgian war debt and reparation should 
amount to £14,250,000, and the receipts 
from interallied war debts to £10,500,000, 
or @ total of £24,750,000, as against the 
payment of £383,000,000 to the United 
States. The share of the United King- 
dom in the fifth and subsequent Dawes 
ennuities (i. e., after September 1, 1928) 
for Belgian war debt and reparation 
should amount to £22,400,000, and this, 
together with the payments from inter- 
allied war debt (assuming the French 
war debt agrement to have been rati- 
fied and neglecting past deficits in 
British receipts as compared with pay- 
ments) would be sufficient to cover the 
current payments due to the United 
States government. Whether the pay- 
ments from the Dawes annuities in- 
cluded in the above calculations will, 
in fact, be received, depends, of course, 
upon whether it is found possible to 
transfer the full amounts provided for 
by the Dawes plan. 


Still Under Payments to U. 8. 


But even if the full Dawes payments 
continue to be received for. 60, years 
from now onward, the present value 
of the receipts of Great Britain from 
reparation and allied war debts to- 
gether would be less than that of the 
payments she is obligated to make to 
the United States government on ac- 
count of the British war debt, assum- 
ing interest at 5 per cent to be added 
to payments and receipts in the past 
and future payments and receipts to 
be discounted at the same rate.

and a provision to this effect appears 
in the various war debt funding agree- 
ments, which His Majesty’s government 
have signed. 


Receipts Are Discussed. 


It is not clear on what basis the 
calculations cited by Mr. Mellon have 
been made, but it appears probable 
that error has arisen on the following 
points: 


(a) Receipts from Germany: 


The figures mentioned by Mr. Mellon 
ged to relate to the total receipts 
of the British empire from the Dawes 
annuities. But these include receipts 
in respect of the costs of occupation 
as well as in respect of Belgian war, 
debt and reparation. The receipts in 
respect of costs of occupation represent 
a partial reimbursement of expenditure 
incurred by Great Britain; they are 
tius not available to enable payments 
to be:-made to the United States with- 
out imposing a burden on Great Britain 
and must be left out of account for 
the purpose of the present calculation. 
Further, the British empire reparation 
receipts have to be distributed between 
Creat Brita’> and other parts of the 
empire; the share of Great Britain 
having been agreed at 86.85 ‘per cent 
of the total. The balance is not re- 
ceived by the British treasury. 

(b) Receipts from France: 

A more important error is contained 
in the figures given by Mr. Mellon of 
the receipts of Great Britain from 
France. These appear to include the 
sums which were due by the Bank of 
France to the Bank of England in re- 
payment of an advance made during 
the war. This loan was a private trans- 
action and is not an intergovernmental 
debt. The payments are made to the 
Bank of England, and not one penny 
thereof accrues to the British treasury 
or the British government. They are 
thus entirely irrelevant to the ques- 
tion of the extent to which the Brit- 
ish taxpayer can meet payments to the 
United States government out of re- 
ceipts from reparation and aliled war 
debts. 


$680,000,000 Patd U. S. 

It should be added that while the 
British taxpayer receives nothing from 
this commercial debt of the Bank of 
France, he has to meet very large mar- 
ket debts incurred by the British treas- 
ury in the United States before the 
United States government entered the 
war. Since April 1, 1919, the British 
taxpayer has. paid $680,000,000 or £140,- 
000,000, on this head, over and above 
the payments made.to the United 
States government. 

These facts and figures appear to 
his majesty’s government sufficiently 
to controvert the statement put for- 
ward by Mr. Mellon that the payments 
made to the United States government 
in respect of the British war debt will 
not constitute a drain on British eco- 
nomic resources. But much more 
might be said. It must be remembered 
that in addition to paying their own 
debts to the United States, the British 
people are sustaining the full charge 
for the advances made by his majesty’s 
government to the allied governments 
to enable them to finance the purchase 
of necessary commodities during the 
war not only in Great Britain but also 
in neutral countries. The capital sums 
lent for this purpose amounted to & 
net total of £1,350 millions ($6,600 
millions) which, with interest accrued 
during the war period, amount on July 
1, 1919, to over £1,450 millions ($7,000 
millions) or nearly double the debt 
which his majesty’s government had 
themselves contracted at that date with 
the United States government. 

This amount was borrowed by the 
British government from its own na- 
tionals and in respect of this debt, the 
British taxpayer has had to pay inter- 
est at over 5 per cent each year since, 
making a total annual payment of 
£72% millions which will continue un- 
til the debt is paid off by further and 
additional contributions from British 
taxpayers. No relief from this burden 
can be looked for from receipts from 
reparations and allied war debts, for in 
no case will those receipts amount to a 
greater total than that of British debt 
payments to the United States govern- 
ment. 

Will Retain No Receipts. 


Whereas the United States govern- 
ment is receiving from Germany a 
share of the Dawes annuities estimated 
to cover its reparation claims in full, 
and at the same time obtain from 
Great Britain repayment, with interest 
at 3 per cent, of the full amount of 
war loans it advanced to Great Britain, 
Great Britain will retain for herself 
nothing of any payments she receives 
in respect either of reparations or of 
interallied war debts, but will apply 
all her receipts toward part payment 
of her liabilities to the United States. 
‘Any balance that remains she will pay 
out of her own resources, and in any 
case she will have to support the en- 
‘tire burden of her war losses and of 
the war loans she herself made to her 
allies. 

His Majesty's government have set 
out these considerations in no conten- 
tious or controversial spirit. On the 
contrary, their desire is to maintain 
and to promote a friendly understand- 
ing between the two great English- 
speaking nations, on whose cooperation 
great issues for the peace and! prog- 
ress Of the world depend. They view 
with great inisgiving the divergence of 
opinion and the estrangement of senti- 
ment which is growing up in regard to 
these war obligations. It, appears to 
them .to be the task of British and of 
American statesmen to’ do what can 
be done to alleviate this difference 
of view by setting out frankly and 
fairly the facts of the case “and the 
policy adopted on either side. But the 
controversy can only be intensified if 
public opinion in America is guided by 
statements of facts in regard to their 
European debtors which to those

U. S. BANS DEBT CONTROVERSY 


AS BRITISH QUESTION MELLON

the British would receive more money 
from Germany than they would have to 
pay to the United States. In replying 
to the British charge that was a 
misstatement of fact, Mr. Mellon ex- 
presses surprise that the British Mave 
attached so much importance on an 
obvious typographical error which ap- 
peared in the first reports of his letter 
to Prof. Hibben. 

The correct text quoted the Secretary 
as saying that countries “excepting 
Great Britain” were receiving more from 
Germany than they were paying to the 
United States. In the first copy the 
word “excepting” was inadvertently 
omitted, but Secretary Mellon says it 
should have béen clear to the British 
government that he had excepted Great 
Britain because he dealt with the 
British situation in another part of the 
letter. : 


Incident Summarily Closed. 


The State Department’s reply to the 
British note was made public last eve- 
ning and is regarded as summarily 
closing the incident by suggesting to 
the British government that the United 
States will not look with favor upon 
engaging in a diplomatic controversy 
over a matter of American domestic 
commerce. The térseness of Mr. Kel- 
logg’s reply admittedly adds another 
note of spice to the incident and it is 
for ‘the British government to either 
accept the American decision as final 
or make the next move. 

Incidentally, the State Department’s 
reply tends’ to snuff out the sort of 
war debt discussion which the debt 
cancellationists have been vainly trying 
to start for sevéral years, it was pointed 
out last night. 


London Press Approves 
Answer by Charchiil 


London, May 5 (By A. P.).—Chancel- 
lor of the Exchequer Churchill’s reply 
to Andrew W. Mellon, Secretary of the 
United States Treasury, has been re- 
ceived with a chorus of approval by the 
London morning papers, the Liberal pa- 
pers indorsing it as heartily as the con- 
servative. 


One of the chief grounds for resent- 
ment here at Mr. Mellon's letter to Prof. 
Hibben was that it was regarded as. 
gravely prejudicing Great Britan’s rela- 
tiong with the European nations, as in- 
dicated by the readiness with which a 
section of the continental press seized 
on Mr. Mellon’s statements as 4 text to 
attack Great Britain. 


The London papers now express the 
hope that “this mischief” has been 
countered by Mr. Churchill’s reply. The 
Liberal News, referring to this, says: 
“Mr. Churchill’s rebuttal of this mon- 
strous’ legend of a perfidious Albion 
could hardly have, been given more 
trenchantly, or at the same time more 
courteously.” 


Some of the other papers lay stress 
on “the courteous and friendly tone of 
the note.” The Daily Chronicle (lib- 
eral) says: “The British note does its 
utmost to save Mr. Mellon’s face and to 
facilitate his making, if he will, the 
‘amende honorable.’ One may fairly 
look for its frank acceptance from the 
United States government.” 


The liberal Westminster Gazette, 
says: “Mr. Churchill’s facts and 
figures are supported by a cogency of 
argument which is all the more effec- 
tive because its tone is temperate, even 
friendly.” 

The Daily Telegraph (conservative), 
contending that the chancellor of the 
exchequer “sets forth with crushing 
simplicity how hopelessly wrong are Mr. 
Mellon’s figures in every particular,” 
Says: “The facts and moral considera- 
tions which ‘moved the American pro- 
fessors tc urge the United States to 
review the war debt position still re- 
ire and in the long run may pre- 
vail.” 

The conservative Morning Post, de- 
nouncing Mr. Mellon's “extraordinary 
perversion of the truth,” continues: 
“The British people are accustomed to 
bear in silence the mtsrepresentation 
of American politicians, assuming that 
these breaches of international amenity 
are merely an essential part of the vast 
and complicated scheme of American 
domestic politics. 

“But Mr. Mellon went further. 
Whether influenced by domestic exigén- 
cies or not, he published to the world 
erroneous statements which we trust he 
will see fit to withdraw.” 


PARTIAL OIL INJUNCTIONS 
THROWN OUT IN MEXICO 


Amparos Granted to Firms 
Must Be Told, Supreme. 
Tribunal Rules. 


LAW STILL UNDER .FIRE 


Mexico City, May 4 (By A. P.).—The 
Mexican supreme court by unanimous 
decision revoked today the partial am- 
paros, or injunctions, granted by lower 
courts to nine foreign oil companies 
restraining the federal authorities from 
enforcing the new oil regulations. 


The supreme court ruled that the 
district court must grant or reject am- 
paros in totality, not in part, as had 
been done by the Mexico City district 
courts in the case of the amparos in 
question. , 

Litigation over the new Mexican oil 
regulations began as soon as the new 
law became effective, January 1 last. 

Most of the amparos granted were 
of a provisional nature. These injunc- 
tions prevented all of the Mexican au- 
thorities, even President Calles him- 
self, from enforcing the regulations, 
which the foreign oil companies con- 
sidered detrimental to their properties 
and rights. It was the contention of 
the petitioners that inasmuch as-their 
rights to properties were acquired prior 
to the promulgation of the Mexican 
constitution of 1917 their properties 
were not liable under article 27, which 
virtually declares all subterranean 
property to be property of the nation.

ON OLD TAXATION CLAIMS 


Bureau Now Is at Work on 
Income Returns for 
1925 and 1926. 


SETTLEMENT KEPT SECRET 


(By the Associated Press.) 

The government has reached an 
agreement with Charlie Chaplin, film 
comedian, for settlement of claims 
against him for income taxes for years 
prior to 1924. 

Representatives of Chaplin and the 
internal revenue bureau are now at 
work on the tax returns for 1925 and 
1926, seeking to arrive at an equitable 
settlement. 


Because the law prohibits makin 
public the amount involved in settle- 
ments, it was said at the Treasury that 
the sum Chaplin would pay would not 
be revealed. 

The internal revenue bureau began 
its action against Chaplin at about the 
time his wife, Lita Grey Chaplin, 
brought her divorce suit. Revenue of- 
ficials claimed Chaplin owed the’ gov- 
ernment considerably over $1.000,000, 
and for a time tied up his funds to 
such an extent that Mrs. Chaplin was 
unable to gain access to them. The 
period for which the claims were filed 
covered seven years. 

New York, May 4 (By A. P.).—Nathan 
Burkan, counsel for Charlie Chaplin, 
commenting today on a report that 
Chaplin had settled with the govern- 
ment for part of the disputed income 
tax claims against him, said: 

“What has happened, is that Mr. 
Chaplin has turned over to the govern- 
ment $1,300,000 to be held pending final 
decision of the amount which he will 
have to pay for the years 1917 to 1926.

SECRETARY SAYS BRITISH 
CLUDE WA STOCKS 


Payments Received From 
Germany, Asserted, Used in 
Limited Tense. 


BRITONS ‘TOO TECHNICAL 


Statement of Secretary Mellon, yoo 


terday, on the note from the British 
government: 


The Treasury Department has no de- 
sire to enter into a controversy with 
the British government on the subject 
of allied war debts, but inasmuch as 
the British government, in an official 
note to. the American State Depart- 
ment, has seen fit’ to challenge the 
facts and figures contained in a letter 
addressed by the American Secretary of 
the Treasury to the president of Prince- 
ton university, the Treasury deems it 
its duty to present the facts as it 
knows them, and to endeavor to explain 
existing differences. 


‘It should be noted at the outset that | 


the letter of the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury to President Hibben was in answer 
to a statement put out by members 
of the faculty of Princeton university 
urging: a reconsideration of the debt 
settlements and was directed: specifi- 
cally to their arguments. It was not in- 
tended as a communication, direct or 
indirect, to the British government, 
and that government was referred to 
only as an incident to the general thesis 
therein set forth. 

It should be noted in the second 
place that the figures in the British 
note are apparently used in a technical 
accounting sense, so that, for instance, 
the term “allied war debts” excludes 
debts for war stocks. Simiiarly, pay- 
ments received from Germany are used 
in the most strictly limited sense, and 
do not include. such items as receipts 
on account of army of occupation. 


“ Not Denied by Great Britain. 


While not admitting it, the British 
government’s note does not deny that 
the sums specified in my letter were 
actually paid by the people of France, 
Germany, and Italy, but says in sub- 
stance that some of the sums paid ac- 
crued to the benefit of the Bank of 
England, others to the Dominions, and 
apparently from our reading of their 
figures such items as payment for war 
stocks are not considered by them as 
accruing to the benefit of the ex- 
chequer on account of war debts. - 

This is the real cause of the apparent 
disagreement as to facts. There is no 
basis of comparison when, for instance, 
payments on account of war debts, as 
used by the American Treasury, include 
the payments on account of war stocks 
sold,‘but such an item is not included 
by the British under the head of war 
debt payments. Again, there is bound 
to be disagreement when the American 
Treasury Department, in discussing 
payments reeeived from Germany, in- 
cludes all payments, while the British 
government in answer confines itself 
to payments strictly on account of 
reparations and Beigian war debt. 
Under such: circumstances there is not 
a disagreement as to facts; there is 
simply a failure to join issue. 

But even these differences of inter- 
pretation are material only in respect 
of the period prior to September 1, 
1928. The British government admits 
that, beginning on that date, assum- 
ing that the French agreement is rati- 
fied, it will receive from its own debtors 
and from Germany sums “sufficient to 
cover the current payments due to the 
United States goverment.” This, it 
should be noted, is the principal point 
made in the letter of the Secretary of 
the Treasury to President Hibben and 
the accuracy of this point is now of- 
ficially confirmed by the British gov- 
ernment. 


Exception Taken by British. 


The first statement to which the 
British government takes exception is 
one advanced by me in reply to the 
argument that the loans made by the 


American government during the war. 


should be considered as contributions 
to a common cause, in which I pointed 
out that there was merit in such a 
contention only if the proposed adjust- 
ment was a mutual one and to be ap- 
plied on a strictly equal basis between 
us and our debtor nations. I pointed 
out that the dollars with which goods 
and services -were purchased in this 
country were furnished to our asso- 
ciates on credit whereas ‘the pounds 
with which we purchased goods and 
services in Great Britain were paid for 
in cash. I then went on to say: 

“In other. words, we paid cask for 
the goods and services necessary to en- 
able us to make our joint contribution 
to the common cause. Our associates 
got the goods and services purchased in 
this country necessary to enable them 
to make that part of their joint con- 
tribution on credit. Here is the fun- 
damental reason which explains why 
we ended the war with every one owing 
us and our owing no-one. We are not 
urged to cancel these debts because it 
is alleged that thay were incurred in a 
common cause, but neither abroad nor 
in this country has it been suggested 
that if this is to be done we are to be 
reimbursed the dollars a@tually ex- 
pended by us in France and Great 
Britain so that the goods and services 
they sold us might constitute their 
contribution to the common cause.” 

This the British government does not 
deny; that we paid cash for goods and 
services obtained in Great Britain and 
that for the most part they received 
goods and services in this country on 
credit; but they say this is misleading 
because they used the dollars pur- 
chased by us in Gréat Britain for 
further purchases in this country. The 
point seems to me immaterial. The 
dollars they received from the Ameri- 
can government increased their avail- 
able cash resources, while the promis- 
sory notes we received did not increase 
our available cash resources. 


Borrowed to Aid British. 


For the purchases made by Great 
Britain in the United States dollars were 
furnished by the American government 
by borrowing from its Own citizens, the 
British government giving its obliga- 
tions to the Americe : government for 
te equivalent. For purchases made by 

he American government in Great 
Britain the United States, government 
did not borrow pounds frém ‘the Brit- 
ish government and give its obliga- 
tion to the British government, but 
borrowed dollars from its own citizens 
with which to purchase the pounds and 
actually paid cash to Great Britain. 
Had the transactions been identical in 
form the British* government would 
now hold obligations of the American 


government to cover purchases made 


in Great Britain just as the American 
government holds obligations of the 
British government for purchases made 
in America, and obviously cancellation 
could not be urged on a one-sided 
basis. The fact that the cash employed 
in puchasing pounds was borrowed 
from American citizens and not from 
the British government is the dis- 
tinguishing difference, and any pro- 
gram of cancellation which does not. 
allow for this difference gives the 
United States no credit on the amount 
of its war debt for purchases made in 
Great Britain and other countries. 

The British note refers to the state- 
ment in my letter to President Hibben 
that “all our principal debtors are al- 
ready receiving from 
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generations on friendly countries.” My 
letter pointed out that in reaching the 
debt settlements based on the debtors’ 
capacity to pay, only incidental consid- 
eration was given to the iy ag pay- 
ment to be receiyed by the debtor cour- 
tries from Germany. In other words, I 
pointed out. that we endeavored to 
make settlements which the debtors 
could meet from their own resources 
without too serious a burden on their 
economic life. We have always claimed, 
and claim now, that the de due us 
are in no way connected with Ger- 
man reparations. I then went on to 
point out that it now appears that all 
of our principal debtors are already re- 
ceiving from Germany more than 
og to pay their debts to the United 
tates. 


Words Inadvertently Omitted. 


There was no intention to include 
Great Britain in the statement that 
enough was received from Germany 
alone. The British situation I covered 
separately later. That sentence as orig- 
inally drafted contained the words “ex- 
‘cept Great Britain,” but these words in 
the final copy wére inadvertently 
omitted. The error was an obvious one 
and was corrected by the text immedi- 
ately folowing. It is not believed that 
any injustice to Great Britain has re- 
sulted or that the British government 
could have been misled in view of the 
fact that on the page next folowing, 
Great Britain's position is segregated 
and treated separately from that of our 
other debtors, and in the case of Great 
Britain we enumerated specifically the 
payments to be received, stating that 
they will be received not only from 
Germany, but from France and Italy as 
well. I said? 

“Finally, we came to Great Britain. 
Under the agreements with France, 
Great Britain will receive from France 
approximately $71,000,000 this year; 
from Italy approximately $19,000,000; 
from Germany approximately $72,000,- 
000, and will pay us $160,000,000.” 

In the light of this very clear and 
definite statement, it is rather sur- 
prising that the British government 
should lay stress on what the context 
showed to be a typographical error, im- 
mediately corrected, and go to such 
lengths to disprove a statement which 
was already completely covered. 

The British government also ques- 
tions certain figures given as to pay- 
ments received by -Great Britain from 
France, Germany and Italy. These 
figures were taken from the attached 
table showing the estimated payments 
and receipts of Great Britain during a 
12-year period. The figures are inclu- 
sive figures and are derived from the 
best sources available to the Treasury. 


War Stock Payment Not Included. 


I.do not understand that the British 
government challenges the accuracy of 


these inclusive figures in so far as 


they represent &amounts paid and to be 
paid by the peoples cf Germany, Italy 
and France to Great Britain, but that 
it contends that all of these sums will 
not inure to the benefit of the British 
treasury and, therefore, can not be held 
to relieve the British taxpayer directly, 
though they unquestionably add ‘ma- 
terially to British economic resources. 
Even so, it is not understood why the 
British government apparently fails to 
include in its figures the payments 
made by the French on the debt in- 
curred in respect of war stocks sold. 
From our standpoint the amount paid 
this year by the French government on 
account of the $400,000,000 of supplies 
sold the French government after the 
war constitutes a payment on account 
of war debts beneficial to the American 
Treasury. 

In so far as the payments from the 
Bank of France to the Rank of Eng- 
land were concerned, they were: in- 
cluded in the figures sct out in the 
table, because in the report presented 
by M. Clemente], the French finance 
minister in 1924, known as the “In- 
ventaire de la Situation Financiere de 
la France au Debut de la Treizeme Leg- 
islature,” the statement is made that 
the Bank of France Was simply acting 
as an intermediary and that the loan 
was made to the Bank of France for 
the benefit of the French government. 
Moreover, the published report of the 
finance commission of the French cham- 
ber of deputies indicates that the 1927 
budget of the French government in- 
cludes an item of 1,200,000,000 francs 
to be paid to the Bank of England 
under the head of reimbursements of 
foreign commercial debts which the 
treasury must meet in 1927. In this 
connection, carrying as it does the im- 
plication that no government was in- 
volved, the statement of the British 
note “that this loan was a_ private 
transaction and is not an intergovern« 
mental debt” is not strictly accurate, 
It was in the light of these facts afd 
in the absence of any official statement 
as to the responsibility of the British 
government to the Bank of England 
that these payments were included in 
my statement of international pay- 
ments on account of war debts. If the 
British, government was obligated to 
indemnify the Bank of England, the 
payments would serve to reduce a con- 
fingent lability which, if not paid by 
France, would become an added bur- 
den to the British taxpayer. 


Professer’s Statements Challenged. 


But irrespective of the application of 
the large payments which Great Brit- 
ain has received and will receive this 
year from the governments of Gtr- 
many, France and Italy, I desire to 
point out that the Columbia and 
Princeton professors had claimed that 
the payments to this country would 
impose a tremendous burden of taxa- 
ion on friendly countries for the next 
two generations. This is the statement 
which I challenged. The note of the 
British government makes it entirely 
clear that I was correct in challenging 


the accuracy of-that statement, for) 


whatever differences there may be as 
to the- payments to be received and 
made by Great Britain in the years 
1926 and 1927, the British government 
admits that after the lst of September, 
1928, it will receive from its debtors 
enough to cover current payments due 
to the United States government, as- 
suming the agreement with France is 
ratified. 

The two points’ most stressed by the 
advocates of debt cancellation are that 
capacity to pay is not a fair basis of 
settlement and that the agreements 
that havé been negotiated will impose 
on those debtors with whom we were 
associated in the war a heavy burden 
over a very long period of time. What

CONTROVERSY DOMESTIC, 
TREASURY HEAD ASSERTS 


Statements to Hibben Made 
as Reply to Arguments, 
Urging Cancellation. 


BRITISH NOT IN HIS MIND 


I desired to emphasize in the letter to 
President Hibben was that there could 
be no fairer measuring stick than ca- 
pacity to pay liberally interpreted, and 
then to bring out the all-important 
fact, apparently overlooked, that some 
of our debtors have already reached 
the point, and others are about to 
reach it, where, taking into considera- 
tion all payments on account of war 
debts and war indemnities, our princi- 
pal debtors are receiving or will re- 
ceive more than they pay us. 

In other words, in the near future 
balances on international payments re- 
sulting directly from war debts or 
Dawes payments will be in favor of 
our principal debtors. The purpose of 
the Hibben letter was to make this 
clear to the American people. 


Reparations to U. 8. Small. 


I have in this statement confined 
myself to answering the criticisms of 
the Hibben letter contained in the 
British note. It seems to me wholly 
undesirable to enlarge the field of pos- 
sible differences by commenting on 
other phases of the British note, and 
the failure to do so should not be in- 
terpreted as an agreement with all of 
the views therein set forth. It seems 
to me, however, that the reference to 
the share of the Dawes annuities to be 
received by the United States “esti- 
mated to cover its reparation claims 
in full,” is rather unfortunate in view 
of the very limited claim presented by 
the United States on account of repa- 
rations as contrasted with those pre- 
‘sented by our associates in the war. 
The payments on account of repara- 
tions which the British government is 
recejving are based in part on claims, 
such as pensions and separation allow- 
ances, of a character not included By 
the United States in its reparation bill. 

I have no desire to.comment on the 
statement of the policy enunciated in 
the British note to the effect that 
will retain for herself 
nothing of any payments she receives 
in respect of either reparations or. in- 
terallied war debts, but will apply all 
of her receipts toward payment of her 
liabilities to the United States. 

By implication this means. that 
should the United States further re- 
duce British obligaticns to the United 
States the British government .would 
cancel a like amount of obligations due 
to it from its debtors. It is very ob- 
vious that the British government 
would neither lose nor gain in such @ 
transaction. The United States gov- 
ernment is, however, in: a very differ- 
ent position. he British government 
is both creditor and cebtor. The 
United States is a creditor only and 
every dollar of debt canceled by the 
United States represents an increase by 
just that amount of the war burden 
borne by the American taxpayer.

In the meantime flood control will 
become an administration problem. 
Herbert Hoover, Secretary of Commerce, 
intends as thé result of his surveys in 
the flooded régions to present a pro- 
gram, which in his opinion and that 
of the War ent engineers, will 
prevent a repetition of the devastation 
that took place this spring. 


Strategy in Flood Control. 


Flood control, instead of being a sec- 
tional issue with the river States at- 
tempting to get as much as they can 
from representatives of other sections, 
will have the full backing of the ad- 
ministration, and Southern Democrats | 
will find themselves virtually forced 
to put their shoulders to the wtieel in 
behalf of the Coolidge-Hoover program. 

Another set of circumstances, leading 
to almost. similar conclusions, will be 
involved when the farm relief question 
comes to the fore. Here again the ad- 
ministration plans to have a definite 
policy of its own to place before Con- 
gress, and those representatives of the 
agricultural States who are not entirely 
anti-Coolidge will be forced to choose 
between pulling in harness with the ad- 
ministration or obtaining no help for 
the farm element in their respective 
States. 

Finally, in consideration of tax re- 
lief, administration leaders have en- 
gaged already in discussion of a meas- 
ure with the broadest possible appeal. 
Income, corporation and excise tax re- 
ductions have been discussed with the 
various groups carrying such tax bur- 
dens, and the suggestion is that the 
House ways\and means committee will 
have the outline of a measure pretty 
bh in mind before actual work is be- 

un. 

Administration leaders already have 
headed off some independent move- 
ments for revenue legislation changes. 
Automobile producers suggested some 
months ago that they would be in 
favor of a reduction in the duty on 
sugar, provided that Cuba would spend 
increased profits so derived on road im- 
provements and provide a more open 
market for motor cars. 


Sugar-Motor Alliance Broken Up. 


Within the past few weeks the manu- 
facturers have announced that they no 
longer favored such an alliance. It is 
understood that the change in senti- 
ment was caused by the broad hint that 
if the motor car producers abandoned 
any idea of tinkering with the tariff 
they would in all probability find Con- 
gress willing to reduce the tax on new 
cars, and the makers would, through 
such reduction, find new markets at 
home which might be made more 
profitable than any development which 
could take place in Cuba. 

The fear of Republican leaders when 
the Sixty-ninth Congress adjourned 
was that the thoroughly hostile Senate 
in the coming legislative session would 
prevent the administration from reap- 
ing any political benefits for use in the 
presidential campaign. Senators and 
representatives were as much inter- 
ested in this phase of the situation for 
their own sakes as for the effect it 
might have on the ambitions of Presi- 
dent Coolidge. 

Still in the dark as to what the ulti- 
mate decision of the chief executive 
will be, members of Congress now are 
not hesitant in acknowledging that the 
party as a whole will henefit if the 
adopted plan can be carried out and 
their own prospects, as well as those of 
President Coolidge, be furthered by. its 
presentation to Congress.

Recent Naval Aviation Disas- 
ters Laid to Vagaries 
of Fortune. 


NAVY HEAD EXPRESSES 
REGRET OVER DEATHS 


Lieut. Comdr. H. B. Page’s 
Funeral to Be Conducted at 
Arlington Today.

The sixteen deaths im naval aviation 
since April 1 are not a fair criterion 
of either the safety of the airplane or 
the efficiency of*those operating them, 
but must be laid to the vagaries of 
fortune, the bureau of aeronautics held 
yesterday, its opinion being given fol- 
lowing Secretary of the Navy Wilbur’s 
request for a report as to, whether the 
recent number of air’ accidents was 
abnormal. was 

Rear Admiral W. A. Moffett, in re- 
sponse to Secretary Wilbur’s request, 
issued a statement declaring that re- 
cent naval aviation disasters, while 
most regrettable, should not be con- 
sidered without first making a study 
of the history of aviation accidents for 
the preceding months. 

During the twelve months ended 
March 26; 1927, it showed, over 20,000,- 
000 passenger miles were flown by 
naval planes, during which time there 
were nineteen deaths, or a death for 
every 1,000,000 miles traveled by the 
average aviator. ; 

“The scouting fleet alone has just 
completed a cruise, during which over 
750,000 passenger miles were flown and 
during which there was neither death 
nor serious injury to the personnel. 
During the year preceding this, planes 
of the fleet flew the equivalent of over 
eight and a half times around the 
world without a single forced landing. 

Over 3,300 landings have been made 
on the aircraft carrier, Langley, with- 
out ever seriously injuring an aviator. 
A general summation of this history 
will show that-although recent casual- 
ties have been high, the airplane is 
safer today than ever -before. 


Wilbur Expresses Regrets. 

Secretary Wilbur expressed regret 
over the deaths of Lieut. Comdr. Hardy 
B. Page and Lieut. R. V. Pollard, in 
Tuesday’s plane crash, the former Nhav- 
ing been associated with him daily 
until three days prior to his death, in 
connection with work between. the 
Secretary’s and the judge advocate 
general’s office with which Lieut. 
Comdr. Page was associated. . 

Secretary Wilbur said Lieut. Comdr. 
Page was a fine officer with a good 
legal knowledge. He also referred to 
Lieut. Péllard as one of the best avia- 
tion instructors in the service. 

Asked regarding reports. that the 
navy intended to stop stunt flying as 
a hazard to life, Secretary Wilbur said 
he knew nothing of them, explaining 
that the department had had the ques- 
tion of added safety in flying under 
consideration for some time but that 
none of the recent accidents had re- 
sulted from stunt flying.

OTHER POWERS MAY ACT

Peking, May 4.-—The soviet today 
handed to Cheng Yen-Hsi, Chinese 
charge d’affaires at Moscow, a strong 
note to the effect that it had been re- 
ported that the Russians arrested in 


the soviet emibassy raid were about to 


be court-martialed, and also that Mme, 
Borodin, wife of the soviet adviser to 
the Cantonese government, and .the 
three soviet couriers recently arrested 
had been brought from~=-Tsinanfu to 
Peking for trial. The soviet warns 
that should the accused persons rc- 
ceive the same fate as the Chinese 
communists, which is. strangulation, 
Moscow will “immediately take the in- 
evitable steps.”

Practiced Law in Capital 
for More Than 
30 Years. 


Funeral servicés for Francis Snowden 
Hill, 73 years old, who practiced law in 
Washington for more than 30 years, 
will be held at 10 o'clock tomorrow 
morning at St. Mary’s Catholic church, 
Upper Marlboro. Burial will be in 
Mt. Carmel cemetery. Mr. Hill died 
Tuesday night in Garfield hospital 
after a short illness. 

Mr. Hill was a member of the old 
law firm of Hill, Mattingly & Rogers, 


of this city, and for Many years was 
prominent in Maryland politics. He 
was collector of internal revenue in 
Baltimore before starting in practice 
in Washington about 35 years ago. He 
retired five years ago. -

 * THE NOTE FROM BRITAIN. 


It is regréttable that the war debt ques- 
Stion should have come to the front at this 
time, when other questions, notably a differ- 
ence of policy in dealing with China, engross 
[the attention of the British and United States 
| goyernments. The British note to Secretary 
g Kellogg, controverting statements made by 
| Seeretary ,Mellon in his letter to President 
Hibben of Pririceton, is courteously expressed, 
and doubtless it was deemed necessary by the 
British government to give its views at this 
titfie, but it can not be expected that the new 
discussion will result in a change of opinion 
i Mnithe part of Secretary Mellon or the United 

States government. 

The ‘two points mentioned by Secretary 
Mdilon, to which the British government takes 
texdeption, were as follows: First, that while 
' thé allied powers were obtaining credit from 
‘thé United States with which to purchase sup- 
_pligs here, the United States was not obtaining 
‘credit from them, but made purchases out- 
“right, in pounds and francs; and that neither 
“thé allies nor the United States had made any 
"suggestion that the United States should be 
“reimbursed for the cash outlay it had made in 
“thdse countries, although there is an insistent 
“demand in certain quarters for cancellation 
of the obligations incurred by the allies in 
‘thi§ country. Second, that Great Britain is 
receiving, or soon to receive, more- from 
Y reparations and war debt payments than she 
will pay to the United States. 
"> In regard to the first point, the British 
) government states that it was net the bene- 
| ficiary of purchases made by the United States 
"in Britain; that the transactions were not be- 
“tween the two government, as was the case in 
the war loans to the allies. Regarding the sec- 
ond point, the British government states that 
it is paying more than it is receiving from 
' Feparations and payments by its debtors. It 
| admits that if the German reparation payments 
Pare maintained it will soon be receiving more 
"than it will be paying to the United States, but 
“it fnsists that if it receives from its debtors 
' more than it is required to pay to the United 
. States, it will scale down its debtors’ payments 
accordingly. It maintains that it is not seek- 

ing to collect: more than is required to pay its 
Hdebt to the United States. 
4 [In addition to this, the British government 
reminds Secretary Kellogg that its taxpayers 
are paying off the amounts borrowed from 
Britain by the alfies, as well as the obligations 
" incurred by the British government for war 
| purposes before the United States entered the 
war. 
The controversy deals with gigantic figures

THE AIR DEATH ROLL. 


The deaths of Lieut. R. V. Pollard And Lieut. 
Comdr. Hardy B. Page in an airplane crash 
‘at Norfolk, Va., brought the number of fatal- 
ities in the naval air service up to ten within 
the last two weeks. An officer and two en- 
listed men were killed just six days previously 
when their plane crashed fmto Chesapeake bay 
after “it had been struck in the air by light- 
ning. Two days before the two officers who 
were. to have piloted the American Legion 
ona transatlantic hop were killed while mak- 
ing a test flight. On April 21 two naval 
student aviators lost their Hves when their 
plane nose dived into Hampton Roads, 

It is only natural that the public has asked 
the question, ‘‘What is the matter?” Un- 
fortunately, the answer is not easy to find. 
Overloading may have been the cause in one 
case; an unforeseen stroke of the elements was 
the cause in another. The remaining two 
cases seem inexplicable, however, for the 
planes apparently got out of control for no 
apparent cause, ' 

It is unfortunate that these accidents should 
have occurred at a time when the eyes of the 
nation are turned toward aviation, for every 
crash diminishes public confidence in air 
travel. Yet all setbacks will be but tem- 
porary, for the greater problems of human 
flight have been solved, and means will be 
found to make flight as safe as other means 
of rapid locomotion. 3 

No doubt every air accident is carefully 
studied by the experts, in order to eliminate 
the causes, so far as is humanly possible. 


NEW YORK’S OFFICIAL SNOOPERS. 


All the investigating now going on by legis- 
lative committees is not confined to congres- 
sional snoopers. The State of New York has 
set a very fair task for its legislative commit- 
tees for the season of 1927, and has provided 
liberally for their expenses. 

The much discussed Baumes law is one of 
the subjects upon-which further light is de- 
sired. The commission charged with the duty 
of shedding that light has $50,000. at. !ts 
disposal with which to carry on its inquiries. 
Just how to handle the question of controlling 
the tenement houses in the big city, as well as 
in such other municipalities as Buffalo and 
Rochester, is committed to the tenement house 
law committee, and $25,000 may be expended 
by that body in the course of its inquiries. This 
particular line of investigation is made neces- 
sary through the failure of the legislature up 
to the present time to find an antidote for the 
orders of, Mayor Walker with reference to 
the use of cooking appliances in*certain apart- 
ment hotels and tenements. ; 

Fifteen thousand dollars has been appropri- 
ated to cover the expenses of another com- 
mission that is directed to investigate the 
defects in the law of estates and to suggest 
remedial legislation. 

Another committee to investigate the neces- 
sity for broadening the scope of savings bank 
investments has an allowance of $20,000 for 
its expenses, and still another committee to 
“examine into the question concerning labor 
and capital’’-will deplete the funds in the State 
treasury to the extent of $25,000, if it expends 
all that it is authorized to draw, and few 
junketing commissions fail to do that: very 
thing. f 

Altogether the fourteen commissions ° will 
cost the State $204,500 for travel expenses, 
hotel bills and incidentals. New York State is 
liberal in.such matters, and the fact that little 
of value ever comes from such summer activi- 
ties of her lawmakers arouses no particular 
protest on the part of the taxpayers. It may 
be, however, that this habit of “investigating” 
accounts for the repeated refusals of the voters 
to ratify the constitutional amendment that 
aims at increasing the legislative salaries. 


GOV. DONAHEY’S BREAKS. 


For a man who is looked upon as a presi- 
dential possibility, Gov. Donahey of Ohio has 
made some queer, and possibly serious, mis- 
takes. When he attended the Sesquicenten- 
nial exposition in Philadelphia on Ohio day 
last summé€r he was waited upon by a commit- 
tee with an invitation to visit New York. His 
reply: to the invitation brought out the un- 
usual fact that the governor of Ohio had 
never so much as set foot within the boun- 
darieg of New York city, nor had he the slight? 
est inclination to do so. In short, Gov. Dona- 
hey led his ‘would-be hosts to believe that in 
his opinion the metropolis of the Empire State 
was no fit place for a decent, moral, law-abid- 
ing citizen*of the republic. 

Now it seems that Gov, Donahey has taken 
a decided stand against golf. Some time ago 
the Ohio legislature passed a bill permitting 
municipalities to condemn and appropriate:land 
upon which to build municipal golf courses. 
The governor has vetoed the bill because golf 
is in “no sense a game for the general public.” 
In addition, he said: a ‘

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THE VARE-WILSON CONTEST. 


The country has not failed to note that the 
Pennsylvania legislature adjourned without 
taking cognizance of the Vare-Wilson sena- 
torial controversy or the question of excessive 
campaign expenditures. Apparently the legis- 
lature took it for granted that Mr.-Vare had 
been elected and that the Reed “slush fund’”’ 
committee was merely playing politics. 

There are four Democratic senators and 
seventeen Democratic members of the Penn- 
sylvania house. It is rather remarkable that 
not a voice was raised among them in behalf 
of William B. Wilson in his contest against 
Vare. Naturally, the question is asked: If it 
be true that Vare’s followers stuffed ballot 
boxes and stole the election from Wilson, why 
did not Wilson’s party colleagues in the legis- 
lature enter a protest and demand an investi- 
gation? But there was no protest and no de- 
mand for an inquiry. . 

The subject of excessive campaign expendi- 
tures does not seem to have aroused comment 
in the Pennsylvania legislature, although the 
attention of the whole country was turned to 
the Pennsylvania primary expenditures. by 
Pinchot, Vare and Pepper and their associates. 

No bill was offered for the reform of primary 
elections or other elections. 

What does all this mean? Are the Demo- 
crats in the Pennsylvania legislature convinced 
that Wilson has no case? Are they satisfied 
that Vare was duly elected? 


THE WAR MEMORIAL. 


Only 2,000 citizens have so far sent in con- 
tributions to the $140,000 fund necessary to 
erect the District memorial to those who died 
in the line of duty during the late war. Only 
$18,000 has been raised in a city of half a 
million population, the only municipality which 
has not as yet erected a suitable monument to 
its war dead. It can not be that Washington 
has forgotten, that within ten short years the 
memory of sacrifices made has become dim. 
What other explanation, however, can be 
offered? 

Ten years ago last month war was declared. 
Ten years ago today Washington was a bee- 
hive of industry; sweating,* toiling and plan- 
ning in order that an army might be assem- 
bled for transport overseas. Thousands of boys 
were experiencing their first feel of khaki and 
blue. The Red Cross was preparing for its 
tasks of mercy. Factories, institutions, trans- 
portation and commerce were rapidly being 
turned over to the sertous job of the moment— 
prosecuting a war. Has Washington forgotten 
those stirring days? 

The domed memorial will stand in Potomac 
park for all time in honor of Washington’s 
535 gold star heroes. Every one should have 
a share in its construction. “It is only by filling 
the fund full to overflowing that the National 
Capital can prove to‘itself that it still remem- 
bers the sacrifices of 1917 and 1918. 


PASSPORTS FOR CANADIANS, 


As the Department of Labor interprets the 
law there is a wide difference in the privileges 
extended to a native of the Dominion of Can- 
ada and like privileges granted to a natura!- 
ized citizen of the Dominion. The State De- 
partment and the Department of Labor re- 
cently reached an understanding by which 
natives of Canada are permited to come and 
go at will across the border without the 
necessity of exhibiting passports or consular 
visas. But if the traveler happens to have 
been born outside the Dominion and has 
passed through the process of naturalization 
he is required to exhibit a visa, which must 
be periodically renewed. 

It is only .within a comparatively recent 
period that any restrictions whatever have 
been placed upon the passage of the nationals 
of one country into the territory of the other, 
and the imposition of these restrictions has 
caused a great deal of friction. The latest 
ruling in reference to passports has started a 
storm of protest which will culminate this 
week in the arrival of the mayor of Windsor, 
Canada, and a party of interested Canadians 
who are coming to consult Minister Massey 
with the idea of bringing about a better un- 
derstanding and, of possible, an agreement 
which will remove the causes of complaint. 

It is felt by the residents on -both sides of 
the border that with the opening of the new 
peace ‘bridge, which spans the Niagara river at 
Buffalo, and the later erection of the proposed 
highway bridge across the Detroit iriver be- 
tween Detroit and Windsor, the friendly rela- 
tions which have existed for more than a cen- 
tury between the two countries should not be 
Placed in jeopardy .just as the physical con- 
nections between the two are about to become 
more firmly bound.

Beautify the School Grounds, 

To the Editor of The Post—Sir: It is 
pleasing to note that Architect Harris is 
urging the beautifying. of school’ 
grounds. There is one trouble in the 
way: You cannot have a playground 
and a flower garden on thé same piece 
of ground. A playground is.a necessity. 
Children must play; it is a part of their 
natural inheritance. It is. necessary for 
their health. So, a playground is the 
first consideration, but still much 
might be done for beauty. Beautiful 
surroundings will make the children 
more contented, and in addition will 
cultivate in them a love for the beauti- 
ful that will follow them when they 
have a home of their own. 

A few years ago in one of the smaller 
cities of the Middle West the school 
superintendent began an agitation for 
beautifying the school grounds. The 
high school building was set in a large 
tract. The superintendent of that 
school divided the ground into several 
sections, assigning one to the geography 
class, another to the grammar class, 
amd a third to the higher mathematics 
class, offering a premium to the class 
that would produce the most beautiful 
results. That little city soon became 
noted for its beautiful school grounds, 
and drew visitors from other and larger 
cities. I recall that one section was as- 
signed to the juniors of the school, and 
they decided’ to use it as a vegetable 
garden, planting several kinds of vege- 
tables. It'was a premium section both 
for its usefulness and for its beauty, 


for they bordered the vegetable plat 


with a selection of rose bushes. 

Why not adopt some such plan here, 
thereby developing individuality in the 
school children? The competition 


would be keen, and its after results on - 


the individual child would be a bless- 


ing. By all means beautify the grounds, | 


surround the buildings with flowers. 
and shrubs; fill the windows with pot- 
ted plants, at the same time teaching 
botany through object lessons. |

War and Flood Appeals Do 
Not Conflict, Chair- 
man Declares. 


_ PLEDGE MAY BE PAID 
IN 3 YEARS, HE ASSERTS 


$7,073 Contributions in Day 
Swell Total in Hand 
to $25,000. 


While the Red Cross appeal for flood 
relief undoubtedly has made more diffi- 
cult the task of obtaining funds for the 
District War memorial, the two appeals 
are in no manner conflicting, but both 
should have the whole hearted support 
of the Washington public, Newbold 
Noyes, chairman of the memorial cam- 
paign, declared in a statement to team 
workers last night. 

“The Red Cross emergency appeal 
for relief in a calamity deserves and 
has had the sympathetic response 
always to be expected from Washing- 
ton,” said the statement. ‘“‘This response 
should continue until the emergency 
has passed and the appeal has been 
answered, But that any ‘Washing- 
tonian can consistently décline to con- 
tribute to the War memorial on the 
basis that he has just contributed or is 
about to contribute to the Red Cross 
appeal is impossible, save in the rarest 
instances. The two appeals are utterly 
dissimilar in nature. 

“The one is for the immediate allevia- 
' tion of. distress that has befallen our 

fellow Americans. It is an appeal of 
national emergency. It must be met. 
The other, the memorial appeal, is 
based on a desire to express, in simple 
but lasting form, our love and reverence 
for our fellow Washingtonians who died 
in the world war. It is an intimately 
Washington affair. It, too, must be 
met. 

“It can be met if we are honest with 
Ourselves, Every contributor to. the 
memorial is given the opportunity to 
Subscribe over a period of three yeadg's, 
paying any -nominal sum ate present 
and the balance as convenient. 


$7,073 Raised in Day. 


“With this true, the coincidence of 
the Red Cross appeal with that of the 
memorial can not have any but a 
psychological significance, and if that 
coincidence does in the end defeat the 
obtaining of the memorial fund, it will 
be a sad reflection on our gratitude, so 
loudly and so often proclaimed a few 
short years ago, to those who died in 
their nation’s defense.” 


Yesterday’s contributions of $7,073 
brought the amount so far subscribed 
to the memorial to slightly more than 
$25,000. In the remaining three days 
the memorial workers are faced with 
the necessity of obtaining a balance 
of $115,000, if their goal is to be 
reached.

$65,000 CONTRIBUTED 
BY CITIZENS OF CAPITAL 


Employes of Treasury Donate 
$6,360 Toward Relief in 
the South. 


The Red Cross relief fund for flood 
sufferers increased nearly $900,000 yes- 
terday. Contributions had _ totaled 


$6,310,348 last night, it was reported. 
As a result of yesterday’s good showing, 
almost two-thirds of the $10,000,000 
fund has been raised, and indications 
are that the amount asked will be over- 
subscribed. 

Oversubscription will be needed, too, 
for the $10,000,000 fund, set by presi- 
dential proclamation as the very mini- 
mum with which the Red Cross can ac- 
complish its task of general relief, will 
by no means suffice to thoroughly re- 
habilitate the 250,000 persons now cared 
for as refugees. 

Washington showed a remarkable 
stride in contributions yesterday. Vic- 
tor Deyber, chairman of local disaster 
relief, reported that approximately 
$65,000 had been collected towards 
Washington’s new quota of $60,000. 
The Capital will begin to climb over 
the top when another $25,000 has been 
raised. 

Employes of the Treasury yesterday 
took a place among the front rank 
heros in contributions te the fund. F. 
A. Birgfeld, chief clerk of the ‘Treas- 
ury Department, reported to the R2d 
Cross that a total of $6,360.02 had been 
contributed by employes of the de- 
partment. 

In addition, the Federal 
Board contributed $461.75. 


Revenue Bureau Gives. 


Reserve 


The internal revenue bureau con- 
tributed $2,765.85. The bureau of en- 
graving and printing contributed $900. 
The contributions were received in re- 
sponse to the first call, which pointed 
out that the city’s quota was $45,000, 
now doubled to $90,000. The Treasury 
employes contributed nearly one- 
seventh of the city’s initial quota. 

Judge Elbert H. Gary, of the United 
States Steel Corporation, reported to 
headquarters yesterday that the cor- 
poration had made a subscription of 
$100,000 to the fund. 

Postmaster General Harry S. New is- 
sued an appeal to employes of his de- 
partment to support the relief ‘fund. 

Secretary of Commerce Hoover, James 
L. Fieser, acting chairman of the Red 
Cross; Secretary of War Davis, Maj 
Gen. Jadwin and several others left 
Washington at 9:50 o’clock last night 
for a second tour of the flood zone, 
where points not inspected last week 
will be visited. 

Refugees continue to pour in at the 
various camps as levees continued to 
break, it was reported. 

The Washington Chamber of Com- 
merce raised a special fund collected 
among its members aggregating $626 
yesterday, which was forwarded to the 
Red Cross. 

The bridge party given at the 
Meridian Mansions, 2400 Sixteenth 
street northwest, yesterday afternoon, 
netted-$200, which will be contributed. 
The hostesses were Mrs. William M. 
Throckmorton, Mrs. William L. King, 
Mrs. L. T. Rouleau and Mrs. G. M. 
Church. 


Post Fund Growing. 


The local chapter yesterday began its 
speaking campaign, which will attempt 
to reach the public by appeals through 
theaters. A. Julian Brylawski yesterday 
afternoon spoke at the Metropolitan 
and Rialto theaters. Last night the 
Rev. W. S. Abernethy spoke at the 
Rialto theater, and Earl Gates spoke at 
the Metropolitan theater. 

The Salvation Army yesterday leaped 
into the relief work. It was announced 
that in view of the fact that clothes 
were needed by the tens of thousands 
for flood victims, garments will be re- 
ceived at local social service head- 
quarters to be sent to the flood zone. 

The Post, which every day receives 
contributions and daily turns them 
over to the Red Cross, collected yester- 
day $182 toward the fund, bringing 
the total collected by The Post to 
$3,344.70. Among the contributors was 
Judge Robert E. Mattingly, who made 
his second contribution, thus following 
the policy of increasing the contribu- 
tion in view of the increase in quota. .

On the outcome 
of this battle depends “the safety of 
the rich sugar can section in south 
central Louisiana. 


New Orleans Levees Holding. 


If the engineers can hold the line 6n 
that front, the fl66a@ water will be taken 


up by the Mississippi and cause a cor- 
responding increase of pressure on the 
levee of the main stream from Angola 
south to New Orleans as the flood crest 
moves on to the sea. | 

Reports made today to former Gov. 
John M. Parker, civilian flood dictator 
for Louisiana, said no weakness had 
developed on the east levee between 
Baton Rouge and New Orléans. Some 
seepage was observed at Conrad’s point, 
south of Baton Rouge, but this was 
succesfully blanketed. 

Levees on the wést bank also were 
reported holding in good shape as the 
work went forward in their strength- 
ening and raising against the record 
flood stages about which the weather 
bureau has issued repeated warnings 
only to renew them today. 

Improvement in the defenses of New 
Orleans was continued today as low 
points here and there. around the 
crescent bend were topped and addi- 
tional thousands of sand bags were 
filled for emergency use. These are 
placed at strategic points and  work- 
men are held in readiness to throw 
them into position. 


River Stationary at City. 


After falling to 20.4 feet here, the 
river remained stationary, although the 
breach in the levee to the south of 
New Orleans was ot ah greatly ac- 
celerating thé flow of water through 
the artificial crevasse, which .now is 
opened to a width of nearly 2,000 feet.

| ppi levee will raise the figure 
to between 40,000 and 50,000, the 
American Red Cross turned anxious 
eyes to the stretch of river between 
Baton Rouge and New Orleans. 

Levee breaks between Baton Rouge 
and New Orleans will increase_ the 
number of refugees in Louisiana by 
100,000 persons, Henry M. Baker, na- 
tional director of disaster relief, esti- 
mated. The enormous relief forces in 
Louisiana steadily increased with the 
arrival on the scene of more men and 
boats. The erratic nature of the flood 
emergencies daily complicates the prob- 
lems of headquarters office. 


Imperative Calls for Aid. 


While most of Arkansas sections re- 
ported waters receding steadily, prom- 
ising more easiness in the situation in 
that sector, imperative calls for men, 
boats and supplies came from Ashley 
county, where waters were reported 
rising. 

A heavy rain in sections of the Mis- 
sissippi delta caused a rise of three 
imehes overnight in Belzoni, Miss., after 
the flood began receding. Boats con- 
tinually reported discovery of addi- 
tional marooned people in the older 
flooded sections and many of these re- 
fused to be evacuated after receiving 
supplies, preferring to remain with 
their property until the waters recede. 

Looting of dwellings continued in the 
Mississippi flood zone and five negroes 
were in jail at Belzoni, while officers 
investigated reports of robbery through- 
out that section. 

Red Cross field agents report that 
evacuation of several towns. in south- 
east Arkansas continues, despite that 
in most places the waters are receding 
Slowly. Lake Village, Ark., is being 
evacuated to the government levee 
across: the lake there and tents and 
food have been shipped from here. 
The dredge boat Kappa is quartering. 
women and children until accommoda- 
tions for sheltering them Can arrive. 

About 2,500 persons are living on the 
Arkansas river levee at Arkansas City. 
A few cases of typhoid in that vicinity 
has caused medical officers to take the 
utmost precautions, and this led to the 
arrangement of a water supply by at- 
tachment of fire hose to an artesion 
well on the mainland. 

While in some communities to the 
north of Memphis, in hoth Arkansas 
and Kentucky, families are returning 
to their homes with the recession of 
the floods. No reduction in the refugee 
camps in the St. Francis river basin of 
Arkansas is expected for another ten 


days. 


Vicksburg became the largest refugee 
center in the entire flood area today, 
when the Red Cross announced there 
were about 18,000 persons in the camps 
of that city. 

New camps were established today in 
Winnshoro and Columbia, La., in prep- 
aration for refugees fleeing from new 
breaks in the Mississippf levees,

Builders Urge Study 
Of Flood Prevention 


Appointment of a commission of 
engineers and executives by President 


Coolidge to make a technical study of 
all types of flood prevention methods 
to eliminate’ chance for recurrence of 
present conditions in the valleys of the 
Mississippi and its tributaries yester- 
day was urged by the executive board of 
the Associated General Contractors of 
America in conference here this week. 

This action was\taken by adoption 
of a resolution which stated that “the 
investment of hundreds of millions of 
dollars by the Federal and State gov- 
ernments for flood control in the Mis- 
Sissippi valley has proved ineffective 
for the protecting of lives and prop- 
erty.” Flood prevention was held to be 
a matter of national concern, attention 
being called to the fact that water 
drains into the Mississippi river from 
an area comprising two-thirds of the 
territory of the United States. 

It was contended that “appropria- 
tions for flood ‘control should not be 
initiated by local levee boards primarily 
interested in minimum tax assess- 
ments,” in view of the vast scope of 
necessary protective action. The pro- 
posed investigation, the resolution 
stated, should cover “all means of. flood 
control, and should include a neces- 
sarily related study of irrigation and 
electrical power generation.” 

The request for. presidential appoint- 
ment of.a committee asked that the 
proposed body “be appointed from the 
country at large and be composed of 
the best engineering and executive 
talent to investigate this whole prob- 
lem of fiood control and to make rec- 
ommendations.” | 

Earlier in the day the builders con-

DANGER TO WILD LIFE 
IS A SERIOUS PROBLEM 


Deer, Muskrats and Birds Are 
Being Aided by Score of 
Game Officials. 


Natchez, Miss., May 4 (By A. P.).— 
Cornered by flood and backwaters, 
some 15,000 inhabitants of Tensas par- 
ish—men, women and children—must 
depend entirely upon relief boats for : 
their salvation. 

Hundreds from St. Joseph, Parish 
Seat and other small towns already 
have been evacuated by a large fleet 
rushed to the scene from this place 
and it is the expectation of the relief 
corps that all will be taken out safely 
before the. flood waters complete the 
inundation of the parish. 

Gurgling springs of murky water ap- 
pearing at the base of levees are dan- 
ger signals mogt feared by those who 
battle the raging Mississippi and its 
tributaries at flood time. i‘ 

Sand boils are what engineers call 
them and unless they are checked 
promptly they will cause crevasses 
through which the rivers pour out 
their fury upon the land. 


Decaying Root May Be Cause. 


A crawfish hole in the dyke, a de- 
caying root that may. have been covered 
up when the embankment was built or 
a fissure developing in the base of the 
levee are reasons for the development 
of sand boils. i 

The water seeps through and the 
rushing current quickly widens the 
hole until a geyser appears on the 
shore side of the levee. Cofferdams or 
wells of sandbags are hastily construct- 
ed around the openings at the levee 
base until the spouting water is 
brought up to the level of the rivet. 
Then a blanket of dirt is dumped down 
where the opening is on the river side, 
filling the gap there after the current 
has ceased to flow with the raising of 
the water on the shore side to the 
river level.

Slowly, but steadily the floodwaters 
in the northeast have have pressed 
back the army of workers there. In 
night and day relays, thousands have 
worked to dam up the waters from five 
rivers in that section, only to lose in 
the end and fall back to the next line 
of defense.. ° 

The last barrier now has been reach- 
ed and unless the, line holds there this 
State will suffer by far its greatest dis- 
aster in all the history of Mississippi 
fidods. 

The protection of wild life so 
abundant in this State has become a 
serious problem for the Louisiana de- 
partment of conservation. 

Crevasse waters in Madison parish are 
encroaching upon the 81,000-acre game 
refuge in that parish, one of the largest 
in the country, where deer and native 
birds abound. 


Muskrats Are in Danger. — 


In the extreme southeast, waters from 
the artificial break at Caernarvon are 
flooding areas in S* Bernard and 
Plaquemines, thickly populated by 
muskrats whose pelts to the value of 
several millions of dollars are sold an- 
nually. 

Hurry calls for additional men to 
help in caring for birds and deer came 
from the Singer refuge in Madison 
parish to Stanley C. Arthur, State 
director of wild life conservation, For 
the most part, however, deer were 
taking care of themselves, swimming to 
high ground and even crossing the 
Mississippi to the hills in the State} 
across the river. 

In the parishes below New Orleans, 
Mr. Arthur has appointed a score or 
more of trappers as special agents in 
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caring for the muskrats, and a large 
number of rafts are being constructed | 
as havens for them. 

“We have reports of as many as 150 
muskrats on a single raft,” Mr. Arthur} 
said tonight, “and we are rushing 
timber to that section to construct 
many more so that the rats can he 
saved.”

Flights of a Mile or More Are 
Made by Englishman 


in “‘Aerial Bus.” 


Andover, England, May 4 (By A. P.). 
Jules E. Palmer, of Andover, an elec- 
trical engineer, has become known here 
as “the bicycle man of tke air.” 

Palmer for months has been making 
experimental flights with a one-man- 
propelled flying machine which is a 
rough design of an air bicycle which he 
hopes soon. to’ perfect. Numerous 
flights of a mile or more at the height 
of 30 or 40 feet have been made by 
Palmer in his “aerial bus’ with fan- 
shaped paddles strapped toa kis arms 
and suspended by a small balloon. 

“The ’air-cycle’ which I am. build- 
ing,” said the engineer, “consists of an 
aluminum cycle frame weighing 3 
pounds, suspended below a cigar- 
shaped gas bag. To the front of the 
frame is a propeller, driven by gear 
and chain from the cycle pedals, and 
at the rear is an elevator and rudder.” 

Palmer estimated that he would be 
able to make about 25. miles an hour 
in still air with this machine.

Remove the fish to a hot 
platter and surround with the cooked 
vegetables and thicken the liquor in 
the kettle with a bit of flour, season 
it well with salt and a dash of red 
pepper and add some finely chopped 
parsley. Serve with pieces. of lemon. 
If the dish has not Deen cooked in the 
oven it is best to substitute mashed 
potatoes in this menu, that the oven 
need not be employed for the construc- 
tion of the meal. 


We have had a number of request 
recipes that I wish to turn to today 
and so shall omit the tomato aspic and 
give only the peach pie. 


Peach Pie. 


Line a shallow pie shell with our 
usual pie paste and bake it. Peel eight 
peaches (if fresh, or use ten halves if 
canned), and slice them. Sprinkle gen- 
erously with sugar and stew them (in a 
saucepan, of course, not in the ple 
shell), over a slow fire until they thick- 
en. Turn into the pie shell when they 
are thoroughly cool and just before the 
pie is served cover with whipped cream. 
The better part of valor with this pie 
is not to turn the fruit into the pie shell 
at all until ready to serve the pie, for 
there is then no danger of the shell 
soaking, and the whole will be per- 
fectly delicious. 


Baked Turnips (Mrs. J. K. M.)}. 


Wash two bunches of turnips, pare 
them, and cut them in small cubes. 
Place them in a casserole dish with & 
teaspoon of salt, one and three quate 
ters teaspoons of sugar and two table 
spoons of butter. Add to this from oft} 
third to a half cup of white stock 
(made with chicken boullion cubes), 
and cover closely. Bake in a moderate 
oven until turnips are soft. 


Banana Pie (A. §.) 

34 cup sugar. 

1 tablespoon cornstrach. 

2 tablespoons flour. 

Pinch of salt. 

2 eggs. 

1 teaspoon vanilla. 

Pint of milk. 

Beat. the eggs, add the sugar, corn- 
starch, salt and flour. Beat well and add 
the scalding hot milk. Cook for two 
minutes. Have a baked crust ready 
and cover the bottom of the crust with 
sliced bananas, then pour on thé 
custard. Set aside until cold and then 
cover the top with whipped creaix.

Stock 
Exchange was $75,543,769,606 on Jan- 
uary 1, it was revealed in the annual 
report ‘of E. H. H. Simmons, president 
of the exchange, made public tonight. 

» This represents an increase of more 
than five and a half billion dollars in 
@ year, nearly four-fifths of which was 
accounted for by increases in the mar- 
ket value of stocks. and the remainder 
by the increased value of bonds. The 
aggregate value of listed securities at 
the beginning of 1926 was $69,998,- 
438 


The report shows the average price 
of all shares reached a peak on Novem- 
ber 1, 1925, when it touched 70.47, and 
never during 1926 was the figure again 
reached. 

“This,” the report said, “‘would lead 
to the conclusion that instead of the 
rise in share prices in 1926, concerning 
which there has been so much publish- 
ed comment, actually a decline oc- 
curred. However, 1926 was very excep- 
tional: for the great number and size 
of the stock split-ups which tend to 
artificially depreciate these average fig- 
ures. The result is, even this all-inclu- 
sive average fails clearly to reveal 
whether or not 1926 was a year of ris- 
ing stock prices, Careful estimates of 
the importance of this and other simi- 
lar causes for variation in the average 
of all listed ‘shares, however, go to show 
that the average price for all listed is- 
sues was reduced only a few points.” 

The average of bond prices moved 
upward, both in 1925 and 1926, the 
trend being slightest in U. S. govern- 
ment issues and greatest in American 
railway bonds. 

Last year was the second since 1900 
during whicH no insolvencies occurred 
among stock exchange members. The 
success in avoiding insolvencies was at- 
tributed by Mr. ‘Simmons in a large 
measure to the questionnaire system 
adopted by the exchange in 1922. 

Discussing members’ loans, Mr. Sim- 
mons said that “their growth in the 
past few years has occurred concurrent- 
ly with a similar growth in securities 
listed on the New York Stock Exchange, 
as well as in practically all total fig- 
ures for American banks. It is at any 
rate significant that on February 1, 
1926, total exchange member borrow- 
ings constituted 4.952 per cent of the 
market value of all securities listed.on 
the exchange, but on January 1, 1927, 
member borrowings amounted to only 
4.358 per cent of the market value of 
all listed securities on this latter date.”

The April total of new bond offer- 
ings reached %697,972,500, an increase 
of $190,306,000 over March offerings 
and a gain of $44,619,500 for the pre- 
vious high figure of $%653,353,000 in 
January, according to compilation by 
Dow, Jones & Co., made public yes- 
terday. : 


Each month of the current year has 
outdistanced the corresponding month 
of 1926 in new offerings, this year’s 
total for four months being $2,385,011,- 
000 compared with $1,749,529,500, an 
increase of $635,481,500, or 36 per cent. 

Although the total April offerings 
set up a new monthly record, there 
were not so many $10,000,000 issues, 
the number in this amount or better 
reaching 17 in April, compared with 19 
in January, 13 in March and 14 in 
April last year. 

Much of this financing, due to the 
expanding demand for bonds for in- 
vestment and the low level of interest 
rates, was for refunding purposes. Of 
the $100,000,000 Federal Land Bank | 
bonds, $8,000,000 was new money, as} 
$92, _ 0,000 was for refunding pur- | 
pose The Duquesne Light 4% issue | 
of $55 5,000, 000 went to refund approxi- 
mately $42,009,000 of the 514s and 6s, 
so that “the total of new money raised 
was small. 

Large bond offerings in the foreign | 
Broup were more frequent than in any 
of the others, with seven issues of 
$10,000,000 or more, exclusive of Ca- 
nadian issues.

FOREIGN GROUP IS ACTIVE 


New York, May 4 (By the Associated , 


Press).—-Prompt oversubscription of 
twvo new bond issues, dggregating $65,- 
000,000, coupled with easy money rates 
and a revival of rumors of an early de- 
crease in the New York Federal Reserve 
rediscount rate, imparted a firm under- 
tone to prices in today’s bond market. 
While the demand was not heavy, sub- 
stantial gains were nevertheless re- 
corded by a number of the railroad 
and public utility shares. 

Insurance companies and other large 
financial institutions are reported to 
be heavy purchasers of seasoned listed 
securities. Several of the speculative 
issues, particularly those with convert- 
ible features, rallied in sympathy with 
the upward movement in stock prices. 

Increased interest in the foreign 
group resulted from discussions on 
foreign financing at the meeting of 
the United States Chamber of Com- 
merce in Washington. Most of the 
liens were firm on the theory that the 
warnings issued at that meeting would 
result in fewer new foreign issues to 
compete with those outstanding. 
French bonds were strong on private 
cable advices that the troublesome 
match monopoly problem finally had 
been settled on terms satisfactory to 
the French government. Holland- 
American 6s and Rhinelbe 7s were con- 
spicuously c<trong. 

Revival of activity, and strength in 
Erie convertible 4s, series D, which 
jumped 5!4 pointc to 1114, was the 
outstanding feature in the rail group. 
Substantial gains also were 
by St..Paul refunding 4%s of 1914, and 
some of the other low priced issues, 
Strong spots in the public utilities in- 
cluded the Third Avenue issues, market 
Street railway 7s of 1940, New York 
railway inceme 6s, and Brooklyn Union 
Gas debagtures.

AURAL WOMEN PROBLEM 
ABROAD, oAYS MIME. MUTT 


Wife of Esthonian Diplomat 
Gives Address Before Uni- 
versal Alliance. 


DELEGATES AT CONCERT 


The problem of how to keep the 
rural women on the farms and away 
from the enticements of cities is a vital 
issue in Esthonia as well as in. the 
United States, declared Mme. Victor 
Mutt, wife of the secretary of the 
Esthonian legation, at the afternoon 


ence on world welfare work of the 
Woman’s Universal Alliance, held at the 
Carlton hotel. 

Mme. Mutt said measures are being 


taken to make farm life in Esthonia 
more attractive for women. She also 
pointed out-that in Esthonia women 
have equal suffrage and-- civil rights 
with men and that the proportion of 
college women for the population is 
greater than that of any other country. 
Women in the new countries of Europe 
are doing their full share in recon- 
struction, she concluded. 

Stephen P. Bisseroff, first secretary of 
the Bulgarian legation, told of the 
feminist movement in Bulgaria. The 
position of women in Haiti was out- 
lined by Raoul Lizaire, secretary of the 
Haitian legation. At the morning ses- 
sion talks were made by the Minister 
of Persia, Mirzah Davoud Khan Meftah, 
and Mme. Lida Lipa, wife of the coun- 
selor of the Czechoslovakian legation. 

An invitation is extended to all to 
view the art exhibition in connection 
with the conference at the Carlton 
hotel. 

Last night’s session was given over 
to a concert under the direction of 
Richard Copley, of New York. The 
artists were Lorraine Foster, colora- 
tura soprano, who made her debut in 
Furope and who will be introduced to 
the American public in concert in 
October;; Vernon Williams, tenor of 
Evan Williams, the oratorio singer, and 
Raoul Vidas, a French violinist. 

Today will be Pan-American day at 
the conference and representatives of 
Pan-American embassies and legations 
will speak, while the night session will 
be a musical symposium with recital 
by composers and singers and interpre- 
tative dancing by the students of the 
Marjorie Webster school. 


ELEVATOR MEN TOUR 
STANDARDS BUREAU 


Delegates See Breaking Point 
Tests of Wire Cables 
Conducted, 


Delegates attending the annual con- 
vention of the Elevator Manufacturers’ 
association of the United States, yes- 
terday witnessed tests of the breaking 
point of wire cables, under the super- 
vision of John A. Dickinson, research 
associate at the Bureau of Standards.

Approximately 75 delegates saw the 
tests yesterday afternoon, and made a 
tour of the bureau of standards. At 
a morning session held in the lecture 
hall of the bureau, they listened to an 
address by Bassett Jones, consulting 
engineer of New York city, who special- 
izes in elevator practice. Mr. Jones 
told of new methods being introduced 
by engineers for the safety of elevator 
patrons, and described the system used 
today for the proper regulation of ele- 
vators. 

George K. Burgess, director of the 
bureau of standards, welcomed the 
delegates to Washington, and later 
acted as their host at an informal 
luncheon in the bureau of standards 
cafeteria. The annual dinner of the 
organization will be held tonight at 
Wardman Park hotel and will be pre- 
ceded by a series of talks by associa- 
tion members in the bureau of stand- 
ards lecture hall.

Searchlight Escort Accepts

Battery A, Sixty-first coast artillery,

BRIGANITINE CARNEGIE 
TOWED TO NEW YORK 


Scientists’ Ship Deserts City 
After 6 Years, for General 
Overhauling. 


Abandoning the waters of the Po- 
tomac at the Seventh street wharves 
for the first time in six years, the Car- 
negie, observation ship of the Carnegie 
institution of Washington, left for 
New York yesterday for a general over- 
hauling preparatory to its seventh 
cruise of the oceans next spring. 

The repairs will include the replace- 
ment with sound timbers of all that 
have been begun to decay. In short, 
the Carnegie will look like a new ship 
when the overhauling is finished, de- 
Spite the fact that it has been buf- 
feted by sea billows over 291,012 miles 
of trackless deep. 

The Carnegie boasts the distinction 
of being one of the most unique ves- 
sels that sail the high seas. It is an 
auxiliary brigantine, 156 feet long, 
and having a displacement of some 
600 tons. However, there is not a 
particle of steel about it. It is built 
of wood, and all metallic parts, fasten- 
ings and equipment are of: copper, 
bronze and brass. 

The principal work of the ship is 
to take observations in terrestrial mag- 
netism. Its next cruise will require 
three years to complete, will cover 
110,000 miles. The route will extend 
through four oceans.

Reorganization of procedure in con- 
tracting for municipal printing, as 
recommended to the commissioners by 
the bureau of efficiency last month, was 
‘partly concurred in yesterday by Maj. 
Daniel J. Donovan, District auditor, and 
M. C. Hargrove, purchasing officer, in 
an Official report. 

The two department heads approved 
the bureau’s recommendations that all 
printing be done by the government 
printing office and that a practical 
printer. be placed on the purchasing 
officer’s pay roll to prepare copy. They 
asked that the lumping of printing for 
all departments into one central item 
in the budget be deferred until the 
fiscal year 1929-1930, so that figures 


whereon to base an estimate might be 
gathered during the coming fiscal year. 


Cancellation is Opposed. 


The bureau advocated immediate 
cancellation of the existing running 
contracts for the present year’s print- 
ing, in view of the fact that much 
printing has been delivered in violation 
of specifications on which the contracts 
were awarded. Donovan and Hargrove 
recommended against this step, saying: 

“We hesitate to ask the commis- 
sioners to approve this recommendation. 
We believe that this particular matter 
should be passed upon by the corpora- 
tion counsel for the reason that such 
proposed cancellation of these con- 
tracts may result in litigation. In these 
circumstances the advice of the corpora- 
tion counsel as to whether the evidence 
set forth in the report of the efficiency 
bureau is sufficient to warrant action 
by the commissioners in canceling the 
contracts should be ascertained.”
